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S upercars Events, the promotional 
business within V8 Supercars, 
recently announced it has 
purchased an equal share in the 
marketing and promotions rights of the 
Bathurst 12 Hour endurance race. 

Taking over from Yeehah Events 
which has partnered with Bathurst 
Regional Council since 2007 and 
has seen the race grow year-on-year 
since, motorsport fans have reacted 
strongly, expressing fear the standalone 
international GT3 race would be 
tarnished with V8 Supercars influence. 

Primary concerns include increased 
ticket pricing, limitations on trackside 
access, excessive branding from sponsors 
and, above all else, the fear of losing 
free-to-air broadcasting to pay TV, such 
as the foxtel/V8SC deal. 

Here’s some info. Seven televised 
the E ebruary 6-8 weekend’s racing 
in its entirety on Seven and 7mate 
respectively, and has a one-year contract 
with the Bathurst 12 Hour for 2016; 
the race is also streamed online. This 


year’s coverage recorded an average peak 
audience figure of 368,000, ratings 
which Seven hailed as ‘dominant’ 
over the V8 Supercars’ controversially 
clashing test day on E oxtel and Ten, 
and have said they have the option of 
a four-year renewal. The 12 Hour also 
recorded its best weekend attendance 
with over 32,000 patrons, compared 
with the 27,000 free admissions to the 
V8 Supercars test. Clearly, fans love the 
12 Hour. Plus, with camping available 
in 20 1 6, it’s a race weekend with 
massive appeal to punters. 

We spoke to Bathurst 12 Hour media 
manager Richard Craill to get some 
clarity on issues grinding at Aussie 
motorsport fans worried the 12 Hour 
might lose its sparkle. 

“firstly. Supercars Events have just 
bought into the rights so the dust is 
still settling,” he says, “But they’re not 
going to come along and bugger up 
their investment. It wouldn’t make good 
business sense.” So we can stop reaching 
for the panic button, Craill says. “Most

importantly, the people at 
Supercars Events know what 
the 12 Hour is and what 
makes it special. They’re going 
to take that away, it wouldn’t 
make sense.” 

“This deal came together 
around the Bathurst 12 Hour 
as a 50/50 deal. The Bathurst 
Council are still a major 
partnership in this and they 
will continue to be heavily 
involved running the event. 
The Channel Seven deal stays 
next year, Liqui-Moly is still 
naming rights sponsor, the 
camping has opened up - it’ll 
all still be the same next year 
as Supercars Events learns 
their way around the race and 
make contacts with people in 
the international GT3 race 
fraternity.” 

“My feeling is everyone 
gets what the 12 Hour is all 
about. They’re not going to 


try and clone the Bathurst 
1000 and that’s the race’s 
strength. They haven’t bought 
the race to kill it. They 
know the reasons it works 
is because it’s free-to-air, it’s 
cheap, it’s open to fans. I’ve 
been with the 12 Hour since 
day dot and there's a unique 
old-school feeling about it. 

I think it might actually be 
the Bathurst 12 Hour that 


Supercars Events needs, not 
the other way around - they 
want to make contact with 
the international people and 
help it grow.” 

So there you go folks, the 
Bathurst 12 Hour might 
actually be in a great position. 
Who knows, we might even 
find ourselves with our 
very own international, Le 
Mans or Nurburgring-style 


endurance race Down Under. 
Time will tell.

Shannons Goes Green 


S ome serious metal 
shifted hands at 
Shannons Sydney 
Winter Classic Auction 
on the 10th August. While 
the vehicle that attracted the 
most pre-sale interest was 
undoubtedly the HDT VB 
Brock prototype, which sold 
for a sensible $125,000, after 
the auction had finished, one 
car had comprehensively stolen 
the show. 

The $522,000 paid for 


a green Ferrari 246 Dino 
coupe represents an Australian 
auction record, although 
its some way short of the 
worlds best. More recently, an 
immaculate 246 GTS fetched 
USD$396,000 (A$546,000) 
at RM s Amelia Island sale in 
March. While frenzied bidding 
is expected at the big society 
auctions’ there was a sharp 
intake of breath as the bidding 
topped half a mill at Shannons. 

There were a number of 


other notable sales, including 
$85,000 for a Jaguar E-Type 
Series II 4.2 coupe, $88,000 
for a Mercedes 280SL Tagoda , 
a healthy $26,000 for a 1968 
Cortina 1600E and $43,500 
for a tidy Holden 48-215 FX. 
A spectacular 1957 Cadillac 
Eldorado Convertible that had 
been converted to right-hand 
drive found a new buyer at 
$ 122 , 000 . 

“We’re seeing a 90 percent 
clearance rate, which 


demonstrates a really buoyant 
market,” said National 
Auctions Manager Chris 
Boribon. “There’s strong 
demand for European classics 
and good prices are being paid 
for quality cars,” he noted. 

“The Dino is absolutely an 
Australian auction record. We’d 
estimated $400-$450,000, so 
we’re clearly delighted with the 
sale price.”

F40 Smashes 

Auction Record 


A one-owner, 

low-mileage Ferrari 
F40 has demolished 
all previous auction 
benchmarks for the model 
when the hammer dropped 
at € 1 . 1 2m (A$ 1 .66m) during 
Coys classic sale at the Oldtimer 
Grand Prix on August 8th. 

This particular example 
was about as pristine as F40s 
get, with a full refresh and 
certification from Ferrari 
Classiche and next to no road 
miles covered since 2010. The 
values of F40s have previously 
been a little reluctant to hit the 
stratosphere, baulked in part 
by the fact that Ferrari built 
a lot of them. Where Porsche 
built only 337 roadgoing 


959s, Jaguar assembled 265 
examples of the XJ220 and 
McLaren made 106 of its FI 
hypercar, 1315 F40s rolled 
from Maranello’s gates between 
1987 and 1996. Compare that 
to a mere 250-car run for its 


predecessor, the 288 CTO and 
you’ll appreciate why this sale 
raised eyebrows. 

Other highlights of the 
auction included a a 1 937 
BMW 328 Roadster, which 
was sold for €562,000, a 2000 


Ford GT for €227,000, a 
2003 Ferrari 360 for a hefty 
€182,000 and another record 
price of €145,000 for a 1971 
Lamborghini Espada SII.

A lthough Rolls-Royce 
would probably 
rather have us 
believe that their 
Wraith ‘Inspired by Music’ 
will be used to accentuate the 
haunting beauty of Henry 
Purcell’s classic lament in Dido 
and Aeneas, we’re not so sure. 

The Bespoke Audio system 
was created over two years 
and comprises a 1 300 watt, 

1 8 -channel system with two 
highly powerful bass speakers, 
seven tweeters and seven 
mid-range speakers.

of its most colourful 
characters with the 
tragic passing of Touring Car 
Masters racer Bill Pye. 

A regular contender in the 
TCM series, Bill lost his life in 
a light aircraft accident on 
his property near Coonamble, 
in country New South 
Wales, on July 28th, while 
mustering sheep. 

Bills business card read 
‘Sheep Producer’ and he’d been 
very successful at it, running 
a 29,5 13ha station with one 
of the largest Dohne breeding 
flocks in Australia. Unlike 
many ‘gentlemen racers’ who 
dabble in motorsports as a 


vanity project, the 54-year old 
Pye had genuine talent behind 
the wheel. As Unique Cars 
John Bowe noted, “A few years 
back at the extra-long circuit at 
Eastern Creek, Bill and I had 
an awesome battle - we never 
touched once and laughed and 
joked about it afterwards.” 

That battle between Pye 
and Bowe is one that will be 
well known to many Unique 
Cars readers. Pye’s Porsche 911 
RS famously ‘beat the V8s’ 
at the Muscle Car Masters 
round in 2013, representing 
his first debut race victory in 
the series. Taking advantage of 
the reverse-grid race at Sydney 
Motorsport Park, Pye took 
the lead, before duking it out 


with Bowe, the pair swapping 
positions four times before Bill 
took the chequered flag. 

Pye clearly enjoyed Bowe 
being behind and he also 
loved an engine behind him, 
notching up successes in 
Porsche Cup, Marque Sports 
/ Production Sports Car and 
the GT3 Cup Challenge. 
Willing to turn his hand 
to all sorts of classic racing, 

Pye also campaigned Dick 
Johnson’s old Greens Tuff 
Ford Mustangs from the 
1985-86 Group A era and 
also a much-loved Orange 
Camaro, bedecked in the 
iconic Bob Jane 1970s livery. 
His final outing in TCM 
saw the Camaro sustaining 


damage at the Hidden Valley 
circuit in Darwin, with Bill in 
negotiation to get the car up 
and at ‘em as soon as possible. 

Motorsport is built on the 
enthusiasm and involvement 
of people like Bill Pye. In a 
statement, TCM organisers 
paid respect to the driver 
ahead of a further tribute at 
the Sydney Motorsport Park 
round in September. “He was 
a fighter on the track, a great 
part of our paddock off it and 
he will be missed,” read the 
statement. “The Touring Car 
Masters management team, 
on behalf of the broader TCM 
family, offers their support and 
thoughts to the Pye family and 
their friends at this time.”

T wo separate cases 
regarding the 
potential to be sons 
of five-time Formula 
One world champion Juan 
Manuel Fangio have seen a 
Buenos Aires court order a 
paternity test on the legendary 
racer's exhumed remains. 

Oscar Espinoza, 77, is one 
of the men, laying claim to 
being the child of Fangio 
as a result of the twenty 
year relationship his mother 


Andrea Berruet had with the 
FI legend, previously believed 
to be childless. The bulk of 
Espinozas claim, which in fact 
first went public in 2000, is 
his ownership of several letters 
from Fangio to his mother. 

The second alleged Fangio 
son, 73-year-old Ruben 
Vazquez, has told media he 
is not seeking any financial 
benefit from the paternity 
claim, only to clarify who his 
father is. He says the paternity 


claim, “was started a long time 
ago and Fve had to overcome 
a lot of obstacles. I just want 
to be recognised for the 
Fangio surname.” Vazquez, 
whose mother died in 2012 
at age 103, possessed signed 
papers from Fangio that were 
witnessed in the presence of a 
public officer. 

Fangio, who died on July 
17, 1995 at age 84, was 
removed from a family crypt 
and taken to a morgue in 


Argentina on August 7th. 

He won the Formula One 
world championship five 
times, a record which stood 
for 46 years. 

Oscar Espinoza briefly 
competed in European 
Eormula 3 in the 1960s, was 
nicknamed “Cancho”, and 
raced under the surname 
“Eangio”.

I ’d get it one piece at a 
time, and it wouldn’t 
cost me a dime,” sang 
the Man In Black about 
a car he built from parts lifted 
from the line. Well, there’s a 
little bit of that philosophy in 
this Tucker 48, but quite a lot 
of cash has been required to 
create the finished article. The 
doors closed on Preston Tucker’s 
dream in 1949 with only 51 
cars completed; 37 built by the 


factory and 13 built after Tucker 
folded. 

As values of these curios have 
inexorably risen, interest in 
building additional cars from 
parts left over in the factory has 
simultaneously spiked. Chassis 
#1051, which Chick DeLorenzo 
completed in the late 1980s 
using body #1054 added to 
that roster, prompting a great 
outpouring of bluster from 
existing Tucker owners not keen 


to see their rarity value diluted. 
Now there’s another. 

Tucker #1052 is the proud 
creation of John Schuler of 
Aurora Indiana, who bought 
Wayne Lensing’s almost 
mythical collection of parts. 
After an inventory of the bits, 
it was found that Schuler had 
everything bar a roof, a floor 
and a pair of rear doors, and 
these were fabricated using 
patterns from other Tuckers. 


It’s claimed that factory 
engineers used chassis #1052 as 
the test bed for the automatic 
transmission Preston Tucker 
originally envisioned for the 
car, with engineers driving 
the rolling chassis around 
the plant with a dashboard 
and seats bolted on. It’s been 
quite a haul to get the Tin 
Goose-style maroon Torpedo to 
the condition debuted at the 
Concours d’Elegance of America 
in St. John’s, Michigan. “I didn’t 
realize when I started what a big 
job it was,” Schuler said. 

Whafs more, it may well be 
the last of the bitsa cars. “Jay 
[Folks, former Tucker Club 
President]... said he doesn’t 
think there’s enough parts out 
there to make another car,” 
Schuler claims. Or as Mr Cash 
might have said, “I’m gonna ride 
around in style. I’m gonna drive 
everybody wild, ‘Cause I’ll have 
the only one there is around. . .”

F or a car nut, there are 
few more terrific days 
out than MotorEx - 
its packed and stacked 
like a toy shop a month before 
Christmas.

Except that would mean including the HK 
Monaro GTS 327 of which I’m not a huge 
fan (I know; them’s fightin words). On the 
same basis, it would also mean I’d have to 


exclude the Valiant Charger. And trust me, 
that ain’t gonna happen here. So let’s start 
with the greatest Aussie muscle car never to 
win Bathurst shall we? 


Valiant Charger E49 

All right, I'll own up: I've had a major Jones for Val coupes since I got to ride around in VJ and 
VK NSW Highway Patrol Chargers back in the day (my old man was a rozzer for 30 years). 
And I swear, I will never forget the sound of those old Hemi sixes at full chuff, nor the sight of the 
scenery blasting by at three-digit velocities. Throw in the fact that the early Charger was the best 
looking Aussie car ever and you get where I'm coming from. 



We all know the story; Bathurst 1979; Brock and Richards claim pole, lead from flag to flag, 
win by six laps and Brock sets a lap record on the last tour of Mount Panorama just to rub 
everybody's nose in it. You couldn't make up stuff like that. Nor could you ever make a car like 
the A9X Hatch again. These things are a bit crude on the road, but they steer nicely (rack, not 
box) and they're just a gnat's nasty behind the VH Charger in the swimsuit section. There's also 
an Iron Lion up front and on deep-dish Hotwires they make one hell of a statement. 


Fcdcon XY GT-HO Phase 3 

Jack the Ripper did not get his reputation by inviting ladies in for tea and scones. And the Phase 
3 does not occupy the muscle-car high ground it does today by being merely a fast taxi. Okay, 
the market for these things has become overheated at times, but the GT-HO in its final guise 
is still regarded as some sort of barometer for the entire collectible car industry in this country. 
They also drive properly; all gristle and tendon and, of course, muscle. The only tragedy is that, 
while Ford made 300 of them, there are probably only about 700 left. 









Falcon XAGT 

I know the XA was a bit watered down from previous GT Falcons and, yes, I know there was 
no GT-HO version. But there's just something righteous about the XA sedan's proportions from 
where I sit. Maybe it's the coke-bottle hip thing, or the voluptuous grille, or the disco-bell-bottom 
tail-lights. But whatever it is, the four-door XA has real mojo and it's something that neither the 
later XB, nor the XA Hardtop, manage. I'll have mine in Calypso Green with white trim and a 
factory wind-back. Oh, and a four-speed manual too, of course. Ta. 


VK Blue Mecoiie 

The history books call it the Holden Commodore Group A SS. You and I know it as the Blue 
Meanie. Actually, the birth of the VK Group A SS was a bit of a stuff-up with Holden missing the 
cut-off date for homologation for 1985. So race teams had to wait it out until January 1 1986 
when the Formula Blue bugger was finally homologated. The wait was worth it; Allan Grice and 
Graeme Bailey took home the Bathurst silverware that year. For me, it's all about double-row 
timing chains, stronger conrods and a five-speed box behind a tough 304.

T rade secret time. Most of the 
time we go to look at a car 
here on Unique Cars, were 
either behind the roller doors 
of some suburban factory 
unit or sharing a packet of Tim Tams in a 
windswept pit garage somewhere. So, when 
the opportunity arose to take a look at the 
first McLaren 675LT in the country and 
lever as much of Ron Dennis’ finger food as 
possible into the old mouth part, naturally 
we jumped at the chance. 



As good as the sugar glider satay sticks 
were, and to be truthful, the food was so 
exotic, I wasn’t at all certain what was being 
served, the car stole the show. Even in 
primer, sorry. Chicane Grey. 

McLaren’s product planning can appear 
somewhat opaque. They had the MP4/12C 
which morphed into the 65 OS. From that, 
the company has spun a Spider, this 675LT 
Tongtaif, comprising the ‘Super Series’ as 
well as two cars in the ‘Sport Series’, the 
570S and the 540C. A case of Russian dolls 
then? 



That’s far from the case. McLaren had 
the 675LT in the same room as the 650S 
and the 570S, and while the Longtail has 
clearly been spawned by the 650S, it’s a far 
more aggressive thing. Lower, angrier and 
with a titanium crossover exhaust that glows 
blue at flat chat, the 675LT has a track 
that’s 20mm wider, it sits 20mm lower at 
the front, 100kg of weight has been shaved 
away, 25ps of power added and downforce 
is up by 40 per cent. There’s still a 3.8-litre 
twin-turbocharged V8 amidships, but 50 
per cent of the components of the M838TL 
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ABOVE The awesome 675LT longtail' 
is McLaren's road-legal track weapon. I 



engine are new. 

The Longtail moniker harks back to the 
iconic McLaren FI GTR Longtail of 1997, 
and while the 675LT isn’t anything like as 
extreme in its reimagining of a previous 
shape, everything aft of the B-pillar is 
unique to this model, with an extended rear 
deck, bumper, rear diffuser and airbrake. 
Performance? Lots. Think O-lOOkm/h 
in 2.9 seconds, which is pretty crisp for 
a rear-driver on road tyres. McLaren s 
customary silky ride quality has taken 
a back seat in this track-focused model, 
with spring rates increased by 27 and 63 


per cent front and rear respectively. There 
are Normal, Sports and Track settings 
for suspension and both Sport and Track 
settings for the ESC stability control. The 
‘Brake Steer’ function mimics the effects of 
a torque vectoring diff, introduced during 
the 1997 FI season and then quickly 
banned. 

The 570S was also on display, and 
although the family resemblance is obvious, 
virtually every part of this car was different. 
It was only by putting the two cars side by 
side and trying to play ‘spot the common 
parts’ that you began to realise how different 
they are. McLaren ultimately expects the 
three Australian dealers to divide sales of 
the Super and the Sports Series 50:50, 
with buyers of the former coming from 
Lamborghini and Ferrari, and buyers of the 
latter graduating from Porsches, hot Audis 
and junior Astons. 

The bad news? McLaren has completely 
sold out its 500-car production run of 
675LTs and is only bringing a handful to 
Australia. The worse news? They didn’t seem 
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too keen to lend us this one for a six-month 
sojourn in Unique Cars’ Our Shed section. 
We did get a 1 :43 scale model though. On 
the plus side, you can pretty much park that 
anywhere.

powerplant, would make a 
pretty interesting bookend for a collector 
who might just have an example of the first 
of the series. After the 1971-73 line-up, the 
Mustang moved to a Pinto platform and, 
for a while at least, lost much of its glamour. 
Despite that, the Series II cars sold incredibly 
well. 

Back to 1973 and, in truth, this is a long 


way from being the most desirable of the 
Mustang series, but time has been kind to 
them and people are starting to view them 
fondly. USA collector service Hemmings, in 
a recent road test, described an example this 
way: “You may grump and groan about how 
the Mustang grew in all the wrong places 
with the Shinoda-designed 71 generation, 
but slipping inside this car proves that at 
least some of the changes were made in the 
right places. The long-legged and tall-torsoed 
need not feel cramped, the tilt steering wheel 
allows far easier ingress and egress, and your 



boon companion in the passengers seat is 
allowed their own space, with no shoulder 
rubbing. The glass area looks slitty from the 
outside, but inside you re close enough to it 
that you can see just fine in all directions, 
assuming youre not elfin.” 

It s not unusual these days to come across 
a private import Mustang, but what is a little 
weird is the story of this car started back in 
1973, when original owner Laurie O’Neal 

- then a well-known dealer and collector 

- sent his son across to California to take 
delivery, drive it to the docks and ensure it

was safely loaded on a ship. 

In fact it s the provenance of this car that 
makes it interesting. After several years and 
very few miles (about 2500) O’Neal sold it 
to another high-profile collector - trucking 
and logistics magnate Lindsay Fox. Word is 
he actually used the car as a daily driver for 
some time, before parking it in the foyer of 
one of his businesses as a showpiece. This is 
where the car has a bit of a proverbial Alan 
Bond moment. 


The story goes that an entrepreneur who 
had a meeting with the Fox empire saw the 
car and refused to leave the building without 
it. He was repeatedly told it wasn’t for sale, so 
the offer became more and more ridiculous 
until it was just too good to refuse. Six 
months later he went bust and the Mustang 
moved on (probably at a fire-sale price) to its 
third famous collector/owner. Bill Jane - car 
dealer and brother to Bob. 

Leon at Lorbeks, which is now selling 
the car, comments it’s very original to the 
extent “it even smells like the seventies!” It 
comes with an extensive set of files, including 
pictures of previous owners posing with their 
toy, and is largely original. It’s had some of 
the paint touched up at some point and the 
mileage is ultra-low at a shade over 14,000 
miles.

front disc brakes (incredibly many Mustangs 
still wore drums all round), and a three-speed 
auto. 

The centrepiece is the Q-code 351 V8 
in the snout. It’s far from being the most 
powerful variant of this engine, but it was 
the best you could get under increasingly 
harsh emission regulations. Still, the claimed 
266 horses are more than enough to get your 
attention. 

For an owner, these things are very easy to 
live with. So long as the rust hasn’t got in (no 
evidence of that in this car), they are robust 
and very, very, simple to work on. Parts are 
plentiful and mostly reasonably priced.

five cars a year, Bolwell 
is unlikely to be 
causing sleepless nights 
for other makers of 

exotica. Nevertheless this locally-designed 
machine is a potent bit of kit. 

Weighing in at just 990kg, ifs running 
a mid-mounted Toyota V6 (out of an 
Aurion) claiming 220kW — so we re 
talking a very healthy power to weight 
ratio. Add in a six-speed paddle shift, big 
brakes (with ABS), fat tyres and premium 


suspension, and you’re looking at a very 
capable two-seater. 

Inside, past the bold Nagari sill plates, 
you’ll find a pair of Recaro CS thrones, 
in leather, and a Momo Millenium Evo 
steering wheel. Despite the sporting 
intent, there are creature comforts such 
as fast glass, air-conditioning and even 
a pair of cup-holders. The seating fits 
tall people, which is pretty logical when 
you realise company founder Campbell 
Bolwell is a fairly lofty character. 

This Nagari (the Mk X) follows a 
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family tradition in its mixture of Japanese 
powerplant and local chassis. The now 
much-prized V8s of 40 years ago mated 
an American powerplant to local content. 

However materials have moved on over 
time and this is reflected in the Nagari’s 
exotic blend of a carbon-fibre passenger 
cell and wide use of carbon-fibre/glass 
Kevlar composities. 

Looks are very much personal taste, 
but we reckon the styling on this machine 
will win a lot of hearts. Ifs a little 
flamboyant without being over-the-top. 

The Healey Factory in Melbourne 
currently has the keys to this car and 
they’ll surrender them for around 
$148,000.

Aftermarket bits include lowering springs, a touch screen 
Bluettooth audio system and a performance exhaust - in other 
words, nothing too problematic if you want to return it to stock.

CAN WE level with you? We love Nissan GT-R R32s here at 
Unique Cars, after all, nobody likes to glance at their colleagues 
and identify them as a pack of arseholes.

Audi 
Ur-Quattros are starting to attract some serious interest, and 
while the later ‘RR’ 20v models are making the big money, 
this very early car has a real air of originality about it and 
comes with an interesting backstory. Its first owner was 
Australian Le Mans champ Vern Schuppan, and it only has 
94,000 kilometres on the clock. It needs a fair bit of tidying, 
but if you feel that bringing an original ‘WR’ Quattro back 
to life is within your compass, here’s the ideal source vehicle.

T his one is up for debate, but there is a belief out 
there that Chevrolet’s C2 or second generation 
Corvette is one of the most important American 
sports cars of all time. Perhaps the most 
important. A big statement? Yep. 

Here’s the reasoning: the C2, with a well-developed chassis 
that included the adoption of independent rear suspension 
from day one and four-wheel disc brakes as standard by 
1965, broke away from the typical perception that American 
sports cars were essentially lead-tipped missiles. They could 
actually handle and be produced with something resembling 
mass-produced parts. 

Contemporary magazine Motor Trend, in 1963, summed 
up the thoughts of many in this way: “This is a modern 
sports car,” said reviewer Roger Huntington. “In most ways 
it’s as advanced as the latest dual-purpose sports/luxury cars 
from Europe. The new Corvette doesn’t have to take a back 
seat to any of them in looks, performance, handling or ride.” 

And this, the car you see here, is the C2 swansong, a 
1967 model. By then there had been numerous tweaks and 
developments, not least of which was the adoption of a series 
of 427 cubic inch powerplants.

Under The Paint 

Look across the various iterations of the first- 
generation (Cl) Corvette and you could be 
forgiven for thinking that CM s styling bods 
were going through some sort of identity 
crisis. However there was no such hesitation 
with the C2. Loosely based on a race variant 
of the car developed several years before, 
it made the most of the opportunity for a 
complete make-over. 

The distinctive Sting Ray styling is a 
reminder of the race and speed-record cars 
of the era, while the sinuous fibreglass panels 
are covering a far more serious chassis. 
Instead of the relatively light X-layout on 
its predecessor, the C2 boasted a full ladder 
chassis with a hefty welded “birdcage” 
passenger cell. While the underpinnings 
weighed more than on the previous 
generation, it allowed for thinner body 
panels and overall a far stiffer and somewhat 
lighter car. 

There was talk of going with a transaxle 
on the C2, but in the end the development 
crew stuck with a more conventional front 
engine/ trans layout. They were nevertheless 
able to get the passenger cell nice and low by 
shuffling it rearwards (despite the shortened 
wheelbase), keeping overall roof height and 
centre of mass down. 

Revised front-end geometry and the 
adoption of an independent rear end greatly 
lifted the handling game. Limited room out 
back encouraged the designers to come up 



with a somewhat quirky rear suspension. 
Instead of coil-overs, they adopted a 
transverse leaf spring mounted under the 
diff This quirky set-up was to be a Corvette 
trademark for years to come. 

The big chassis question mark at launch 
was the four-wheel drum braking system. 
Performance versions of the car scored more 
sophisticated ventilated and finned units, 
but Chevrolet bowed to the inevitable in 
1965 by fitting discs all round as standard. 

Myriad engines saw service in this 
generation Corvette. At launch, the stock

unit was a 327 V8 claiming a mere 250 
horses, mated to a three-speed Saginaw 
manual transmission. Walk your way up the 
typically extensive options list and you could 
specify any one of three more powerful 
versions (all 327 cubes) claiming up to 360 
horsepower. 

You could also spec a close or wide-ratio 
M20 manual trans, or an M3 5 Powerglide 
on the 250 and 300hp cars. 

Move on up to 1967 and Chevrolet has 
powered up. You still get a 327 standard, 
albeit in 300-horse form. You can opt for a 
350 version, or make the jump to the 427 
series. Not surprisingly, its the latter which 
are really most prized by collectors. However 
there are some subtleties to watch out for. 

Our car is running the base 427, claiming 
390 horses, and described as an L36. This 
is by far the most common fitment for this 
model. You could also get 400hp variants 
(L68), 435hp (L71) and 430 (L88). The 
L71 could be ordered with aluminium 
heads, which were standard on the L88. 

Since weVe raised then L88 name, its 
worth mentioning that this denotes a 
stripped-back car intended for racing. Only 
20 were made in 1967 and they’re now 
worth a staggering US$2.4 million. 



Million dollar cars aside, the plain 427 
in L36 form is more than enough to do 
the job. Our own Uncle Phil used to own 
this car and he promises, “They always 
understated the power. They just made up a 
number.” Get in one of these things and lack 
of horsepower is going to be the furthest 
thing from you mind. 

Behind the powerplant, the transmission 
options were the stock three-speed, a 
wide-ratio M20 four-speed (the most 
common manual), a close-ratio M21 
four-speed, or the M3 5 Powerglide on 
behind anything up to 400hp. The exclusive 
L88s scored an M22 Rock Crusher 
heavy-duty four-speed.

Behind The Wheel 

Pouring yourself into a C2 is an experience. 
You suddenly realise that, while it s a pretty 
big car on the outside, that doesn’t translate 
to interior room. It’s a snug fit for two, 
with limited hip and shoulder room, along 
with very low seats. The driver scores a little 
extra footwell space thanks to a slightly 
offset engine, but that’s one of the few 
compromises. 

Still, it’s got a few luxuries. Air-con and 
sound were expected, while power main 
windows (the quarter glass uses manual 
winders) were optional. 

How it comes across as a drive depends 
on where you’re coming from. Drive a 
late-model sports car and a C2 will feel 
gothic. Compare it to what else was available 
in the sixties and even into the seventies 
and it comes across as a surprisingly good 
package. 

Car and Driver magazine in 1967 
reckoned the years of refinement of the C2 
paid off in the 1 967 model. In awarding it 
the title of Best All-Around Car in America 
for 1967, it said, “The Sting Ray is the most 
sophisticated passenger car made in America 
- in terms of engine, drive train, suspension 
and brakes - and among the best-engineered 
sports cars made anywhere.” 

Typically for this era of American car, 
the mechanicals are simple, robust and 
rely on brute force to do the job. That 
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means your fuel bills are high but the repair 
and maintenance costs should be close to 
non-existent. 

The fiberglass bodywork can be a mixed 
blessing. Yes, it can be cheap to repair, but 
there’s a massive difference between a resto 
done by an amateur and an expert. Panel fit 
can be tricky unless you know what you’re 
doing. 

When it comes to justifying the purchase, 
you’re on very solid ground as values are rising. 
Collectors in the USA and Europe have come 
back with a vengeance in the last few years and 
there’s no sign of that abating. 

If you happen to be in the market, you’d be 
hard put to find a more satisfying combination 
of muscle and value than the 427 C2.

THE IMPOSSIBLY GLAMOROUS 'MID-YEAR' 


CORV 
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I f the first version of ‘America’s 

Own Sportscar’ felt constrained by 
corporate design restrictions and 
convention, no such impediments 
were allowed to exist when Version 
Two came along. 

The retrospectively-designated Corvette 
C2 wasn’t exactly a clean-sheet design, 
but had been inspired by something so 
radical that no one within the world’s 
most conservative car-maker seriously 
considered re-shaping into a production 
automobile. The hell they didn’t. 

The original Sting Ray was a low, wide 
open-topped projectile with a knife-edge 
belt-line and ‘pods’ above each wheel. 

The air-intake below the bumper and 
massive bonnet vents hinted that this car 
was intended to carry a very large and 
powerful engine. 

Not until the production-ready Sting 
Ray appeared did anyone outside General 
Motors see the distinctive and divisive 
coupe rear window that was included at 
the insistence of stylist Bill Mitchell. It 
lasted just one year but C2 coupes never 
did get a proper boot-lid, let alone an E 
Type-inspired hatch, so owners had to 
stow luggage from inside the car. 


Just one engine was available in 1963; 
a 5. 3 -litre V8 with single four-barrel 
induction or fuel injection. The 
transmission was manual with three 
or four speeds, the brakes all-drum. 

An automatic would join the range in 
1964 but it would be 1965 before the 
drum brakes were replaced by an all-disc 
arrangement. 

In a throwback to pre-World War 2 
suspension design, the independent rear 
end incorporated a transversely-mounted 
leaf spring. It owed its existence to the 


sheer impracticality of the C2 design 
which left no space between the steel 
frame and fibreglass body for coils. 

With ‘fuellie’ cars delivering 270kW 
but demanding more maintenance than 
the average American was competent or 
comfortable to provide, GM looked to its 
bank of ‘big block’ engines for something 
that would deliver the grunt that buyers 
were increasingly demanding. 

However, GM convention decreed 
that cars the Gorvette’s size and weight 
couldn’t have engines larger than 400 
cubic inches (6.6 litres) so the 7.0 -litre 427 
was downsized to 396 cubic inches before 
being slotted into the 1965 Gorvette. 
Suddenly, Ghevrolet had an E Type eater, 
if not a Gobra killer. 

New in 1966, a 396-engined Gorvette 
four-speed cost US$5200. That was $200 
below the less-powerful open- top Jaguar 
and almost $2000 cheaper than Garroll 
Shelby’s uncompromising 7.0-litre Gobra. 

The low price was a little illusory 
though and if you wanted your ‘Vette 
with some frills it was going to cost you. 
Popular options like power steering added 
$95, electric windows $59 and leather 
trim $79. Add an AM/FM radio ($199)

Body & Chassis 

Fibreglass has one huge advantage over the 
steel used by most car-makers for their body 
panels. It doesn't rust. What it does do is crack 
and craze and conceal a steel frame that is 
susceptible to rust in places that can be difficult 
to see and access. Most serious from a safety 
stance is corrosion due to dirt build-up around 
rear suspension mounts and cracks to steering 
box mounting points. Look also for rust stains 
due to deterioration of steel framing around the 
windscreen, behind the front mudguards, sills and 
firewall. Providing the fibreglass is sound, other 
parts needed for body restoration are easy to 
find and usually not expensive. Avoid cars with 
damaged bumpers. 


Suspension & Brakes 

The wisdom of fitting all-drum brakes to a car 
with the capabilities of a C2 was questioned 
even when they were new, so disc/disc versions 
are essential for serious use. US$1250 buys the 
parts needed for an all-disc upgrade and fitting 
is reportedly simple. Even disc brakes still need 
to be in good condition though, with warp-free 
rotors and no sinking pedals. If the suspension 
creaks and the steering shudders when turning 
at very low speeds, prepare for some expense 
but also check that the steering box is securely 
mounted. The transverse leaf spring at the back 
is well hidden but worth inspecting for cracked 
leaves or shackles that are flogged out. Worn 
diff mounts will produce annoying clunks. 


Interior & Electrics 

Neglect and sun exposure afflict Corvette 
interiors. The materials were cheap and don'^ 
survive long if exposed to the elements. Good 
news is that new vinyl and even leather seat 
trims, door linings, carpets and dash components 
are available. Damaged instruments, missing 
control knobs and scratched glass are more 
costly to replace. Seats will often have been in 
the same position for many years and be difficult 
to adjust. Check that the seat frames aren't 
bent or broken and the hood-lining hasn't been 
damaged by people trying to juggle luggage 
into the 'boot' Make sure that the lights emerge 
and retract quickly and the pods align properly 
with the body when retracted. 


Engine & Transmission 

Chevrolet V8s of every kind are strong and very 
simple to maintain. Most common in C2s are 
small-block 5.3 or after-market 5.7-litre motors 
with single four-barrel carburettors and no 
particular issues. Valley cover and rear main 
bearing oil leaks usually aren't serious but be 
wary of fuel stains or smells as in a fibreglass 
car you do not need a fuel fire. Chuffing noises 
usually mean there's a cracked exhaust manifold 
somewhere. The Muncie manual transmission 
takes some effort to manipulate, however the 
gears shouldn't baulk. Clutch shudder can be 
a symptom of general drive-line wear . The 
Powerglide auto is a tough transmission and 
cheap to fix even if it is slipping. 



and the ‘drive-away’ price quickly climbed 
beyond $6000. 

By 1967 and with a completely reshaped 
Corvette on the horizon, there wasn’t 
much point to changing an already good 
thing. New slotted wheels were added 
and some embellishments were removed 
for a clean, even stark, look. The ban 
on engines above 400 cubes was gone, 
so stock ‘Vettes were available with two 
versions of the thumping 427 and a 
vicious L88 version rated at 420kW. 

On The Road 

If you are over 180cm tall and long in the 
leg then C2 ownership might not be for 
you. That just leaves more of them for the 
rest of us. 

The Sting Ray cabin is apparently no 
longer than the Cl’s space but various 
ploys make it feel larger. The steering 
column was adjustable so the wheel could 
move closer to the dash which is recessed 
to give the impression of extra space. 

Seats were thin and flat and could 
be reclined so drivers weren’t obliged to 
drive with bent elbows. Every instrument 
and piece of cabin hardware - using that 
word advisedly - is hard, chrome-plated 
and positioned just where they can inflict 
knee, hand or head injuries in a crash. 

If a C2 has seat belts at all they will only 
restrain the lower half of the occupants’ 
budies. 

Given that these cars are, or soon will 
be, more than 50 years old, performance 
is just ridiculously good. The slowest C2 
you’re likely to find are 5. 3 -litre coupes 


with Powerglide transmission and even 
they will rumble their way to lOOkm/h 
in a shade over eight seconds. A Tuellie’ 
327 will get below six seconds for the 
same journey. 

The 396 cubic-inch Tig block’ 
cars were at times compared against 
similarly-engined Pontiac CTOs and 
Ford Mustangs; running away with 
the standing 400 metre prize due to 
superior of-the-line traction.

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UNIQUE CARS' Phil Walker 
is a self-confessed C2-a-holic 
and believes them to be 
among the most under-rated of 
performance cars. 

After owning a string of 
Australian and US-made 
muscle machines, Phil in 2008 
bought his first C2 Corvette and 
has been smitten ever since. 

"That first silver coupe was a 
really nice car but the red '66 
I bought later was better and 
won a few awards at Corvette 
concours events," he recalled 
while dabbing damp eyes. 

Phil is adamant that C2s of 
all kinds must have disc brakes 
and says that the parts to 
convert an early car only cost 
around $1200. 

"One of mine one day just 
didn't want to stop so the next 
morning it was up on axle 
stands, stripped and waiting 
for its conversion kit. It's a 
no-brainer." 

"There's more of them getting 
around now than there used 
to but people still stare. They 
might not know what it is, they 
might think Ferrari or Maserati 
but the car just has a beautiful 


While the heavier Pontiacs left 
impressive trails of burned rubber, the 
Corvette gripped faster and more fiercely 
and reached the end of their run in times 
that averaged 14 seconds. Coupes were 
more aerodynamic than Roadsters and 
with the standard 3.70:1 differential ratio 
managed a top speed 223km/h. 

If an ancient-looking transverse leaf 
spring looked weird doing duty beneath 
the rear of America’s most advanced 
sports model, the road testers who put 
it through its paces didn’t complain. 
What they didn’t like were the 
standard cross-ply tyres with tall 
sidewalls that quickly got hot and 
reduced the car's otherwise impressive 


cornering capabilities. 

At higher speeds there was an 
oft-reported sense of disconnection 
between the skinny steering wheel and 
Wide-Oval rubber. Due to inadequate 
tyre grip, retardation reached only 0.7g 
before the front brakes locked. 

Buying 

Brand new C2 Corvettes were rarely 
seen on Australian roads. On the odd 
occasions one did arrive it was usually as 
decoration for Holden dealer showrooms 
or to attract the curious to regional show 
displays. 

Few of those original imports survive 
and that’s no bad thing. Right-hand drive

conversions undertaken in the era before 
serious engineering inspections were 
required are at best untrustworthy and can 
be downright dangerous. 

Choosing a car with its steering wheel 
still on the left will maintain dynamics 
and steering response as the factory 
intended and ensure that things like heater 
trunking haven’t been butchered. 

Overseas is without doubt the best 


place to shop for a 1960s Corvette. Even 
with exchange rates sagging, there are 
literally thousands for sale in the USA. 
so negotiate and pick yourself a genuine 
gem. You can even shop from home via 
numerous internet sites devoted purely to 
Corvette sales. 

Topping the range but still mostly 
below US$200,000 are 7.0-litre Roadsters 
with the 3x2 barrel L71 engine and 
four-speed transmission. Big-block coupes 
in sound condition cost slightly less than 
$100,000 with 5.3'litre cars $30-40,000 
cheaper. 

By comparison, a good 5.3-litre 
Roadster in Australia is likely to sell sell 
for $70-80,000 with coupes bringing only 
slightly less. 

Advice from Unique Cars’ own 
‘Uncle’ Phil Walker is to buy a manual, 
disc-braked car and be super-picky. So 
many good Corvettes have survived that 
there is no excuse for buying a bad one.^

riting an 
introduction for 
a car that needs 
no introduction is 
surprisingly tough. 
More words have been written about 
the Chevrolet Corvette than any other 
sports car. Only the Ford Mustang 
and Porsche 911 get anywhere close to

storied sports coupe. Yet despite this 
avalanche of information out there, 
there’s a correspondingly huge amount 
of half-truths, urban myths and 
flat-out baloney spoken of the Vette. 

So, rather than just rehash the 
usual tired facts and figures about the 
Corvette that you can look up for 
yourself on Wikipedia, we’ve looked 



for a different angle, mining for those 
nuggets of information that you 
might not have known covering more 
than half a century of production. 
Everyone has their favourite 
generation - and it’s usually the C2 - 
but hopefully this timeline will 
cast some light on some Corvette 
models that also deserve their 
moment in the sun. 





HISTORY HAS been a bit harsh on the 
original Corvette. Yes, it was followed by a 
car of rare beauty which doesn’t help, but 
bagging the first production Vette because 
it was powered by a 155hp straight six, 
was suspended at the rear by a straight 
axle, had front legroom that would cramp 
a dwarf and drove through a two-speed 
transmission tends to overlook the fact that 
this car arrived just eight years after the 
end of World War 11. This was a period 
when America could build a nuclear 
reactor but a car that comported itself 
much more elegantly than a frog in a sock 
was a technical leap too far. 

Much of the credit for getting the 
Corvette to ride and handily competently 
goes to a little-known Englishman, 


Maurice Olley. His brief was to integrate 
the newly-designed engine, source as many 
Chevy shelf-available parts and to finesse 
the ride and handling. Olley knew that 
the front-end pitching that had been the 
bane of 1 930s luxury cars could be cured 
by the simple expedient of giving the front 
suspension a longer period than the rear, 
and devised his coil spring and unequal 
length wishbones at the front to achieve 
this effect. Olley, incidentally, is also the 
engineer who started using the terms 
oversteer’ and ‘understeer’. 

Harley Earl’s development team 
included Henry Eauvre, who had been 
with the CM styling department since 
1939 and was the principal stylist of 
the original EX- 122 prototype, carrying 


his signature semi-pontoon fenders and 
high-mounted recessed headlights. The 
wraparound windscreen from the 1951 
Ee Sabre concept car also made it to the 
finished design. Originally dubbed ‘Project 
Opel’ to throw Detroit’s chinwaggers off 
the scent, production originally started in 
Elint, Michigan but moved to St Eouis 
Missouri in early 1954. At this point, Zora 
Arkus-Duntov’s influence began to be felt. 

Born in 1 909 in Belgium and raised 
in Russia, Arkus-Duntov was hired by 
Chevrolet in 1953 and immediately 
immersed himself in the development of 
the Corvette. Such was his passion that 
he would become Chief Engineer and 
known as the “Eather of the Corvette”. 
That much is well-known. What are less 
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well appreciated are Arkus-Duntovs 
many battles inside GM, many of 
which he failed to win. His perennial 
baby was the mid-engined Corvette 
and that never got any further than the 
prototype stage. He also despised Bill 
Mitchells sensational split-window C2 
coupe, due to its limited rear visibility 
and significant aerodynamic lift. He was 
always protective of the Corvette. Even 
after he’d retired, he unsuccessfully sued 
Car and Driver magazine for a 1979 
article which described the Vette’s rear 
suspension as “ill-conceived”. 

An infamous micromanager, 
Arkus-Duntov oversaw every 
development of the car, no matter how 
small. He even changed the location 


of the interior door pulls because of 
an occasion when driving at a proving 
ground where he borrowed a rain coat 
and found that when turning left, the 
cinch-straps on the coat’s sleeves could 
loop on the catch and open the door! 

In 1955, the Corvette finally got the 
engine it deserved, the small-block V8, 
with the option of a three-speed manual. 
In ’57 this engine grew to 283ci and 
could be ordered with fuel injection 
and a four-speed manual transmission. 
Capacity increased to 327ci in 1962, the 
year after the first instance of quad round 
tail lights appeared. As power stepped 
up, the limitations of the solid axle 
became more and more apparent. It was 
time for a rethink. 


THE NOTE THAT 
STARTED IT ALL 

THOUGHTS PERTAINING To Youth, 
Hot Rodders and Chevrolet' was 
letter to Chevrolet Chief Engineer, Ed 
Cole. It secured Zora Arkus- Du ntov's 
role at GM, issuing a call to action; 
urging product developers to 
consider young grass roots rodders 
and modders. While this may seem 
ironic today, given that the average 
Corvette buyer is now in his early 
60s, back in December 1953, 
Arkus-Duntov realised that Chevrolet 
was losing new buyers to Ford. Badly. 

"The publications devoted to hot 
rodding and hop-upping, of which 
some half-dozen have a very large 
circulation and are distributed 
nationally, did not exist some six 
years ago. From cover to cover, they 
are full of Fords. This is not surprising 
that the majority of hot rodders are 
eating, sleeping, and dreaming 
modified Fords. They know Ford 
parts from stern to stern better than 
Ford people themselves," he wrote. 

"If the use of the Chevrolet engine 
would be made easy and the very 
first attempts would be crowned with 
success, the appeal of the new RPO 
V-8 engine will take hold and not 
have the stigma of expensiveness like 
the Cadillac or Chrysler, and a swing 
to Chevrolet may be anticipated. This 
means the development of a range 
of special parts - camshafts, valves, 
springs, manifolds, pistons, and 
such - should be made available to 
the public," he continued. The seed 
was sown. And Arkus-Duntov was 
earmarked for greatness.

CORVETTE C2 

1963-1967 


WITH HINDSIGHT, it seems perverse 
that the C2, probably the most revered 
Corvette shape of the lot, was only built 
for four years. The next shortest-lived 
generation, the C5, lasted seven years and 
the C2 s successor would stick around 
for fourteen. Perhaps it was because Zora 
Arkus-Duntov actively disliked the thing. 

He once described the C2 as having 
“just enough lift to be a bad airplane” and 
felt that many of his team s engineering 
advances for this car, which included a 
completely new transverse leaf spring rear 
suspension, electronic ignition and a much 
stronger steel chassis, were, as a result, 
wasted. The additional weight of the beefier 
central structure was offset by a thinner 
gauge fibreglass body panels so weight was 
reduced compared to the Cl. 

The coupe bodywork of the Sting Ray 
was the work of Larry Shinoda, under the 
auspices of Bill Mitchell, and despite its 
rather dismal high-speed stability, was the 
first Corvette design to be tested in a wind 
tunnel, in this case Cal Techs facility. The 
problem with the C2 s shape isn’t actually 
rear end lift, but lift over the front axle. 
When compared to the Cl, which records 
124.61bs of lift at 85mph with passengers, 


the C2 nets l461bs of lift with the pop-up 
headlamps lowered and 153.2lbs with them 
raised, comfortably the worst performance 
of any Corvette generation. 

Bill Mitchell’s 1959 Sting Ray Racer, 
designed by Peter Brock, was the source 
for the C2 shape. A strikingly beautiful 
shape, the concept featured a broad, flat 
top surface, in effect an inverse wing 
design, which was supposed to pull the 
shape down onto the road. What wasn’t 
quite so apparent was that the height of the 
sharp leading edge was too high. At speed, 
too much air was diving beneath the car, 
causing a serious front lift problem. This 
could have been corrected with a slight 
forward rake, if the nose had drooped down 
a couple of inches or if a deeper front air 
dam was fitted. 

Chevrolet sold 199 Z06 Special 
Performance Equipment variants in 1963 
and in 1966 the engine grew to 427 cubes. 
The C2’s swansong was the 1 967 model, 
which debuted the L88 cast-iron big-block, 
rated at 430hp. In the meantime, Chevrolet 
had launched its pony car, the 1 966 model 
year Camaro, and the Corvette needed to 
shape up if it was to retain its place in the 
hierarchy. 



THE VINYL 
FRONTIER 


ALAN SHEPARD, America's first 
man in space, kicked it all off. He 
showed up to space training in 
his 1957 Corvette and cemented 
a lasting relationship between the 
men at NASA's pointy end and 
former Indy 500 winner and canny 
Florida GM dealer, Jim Rathmann. 
Jim was quick to offer the 
astronauts special lease terms and 
no fewer than six took advantage 
of the deal, including Shepard 
and Gus Grissom. Neil Armstrong 
owned a 1967 Marina Blue C2, 
and this car was discovered 
after sitting in a basement for 31 
years. Owner Jim Crosby decided 
against a full restoration and 
instead decided to tidy the vehicle, 
preserving as much as he could in 
original condition.

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IF YOU had to nominate the runt of the 
Corvette litter, many would point the finger 
at the C3. The sexy C2 was always going to 
be a tough act to follow and the C3 utilised 
a number of carry-over parts and utilised 
them for a very long time. In terms of units 
sold, however, the C3 is the undisputed 
uber-Vette. The Cl shifted 69,015 units in 
its total production span. The C2 shifted 
117,964 cars. The C3 wiped the opposition 
out, selling 542,861 cars over a production 
run that encompassed the very darkest 
days of both the 1973 and 1979 Oil Crises 
when V8 cars were about as popular as 
a huntsman in your headphones. In case 
you’re interested, registrations for the next 
three generations totalled 358,180 for the 
C4, 238,230 for the C5 and 215,125 for 
the C6. Even on the basis of sales per year, 
the C3 comfortably crushes the others. 

So why was the formula so right for this 
car? Perhaps the C3’s sheer ubiquity dulled 
our appreciation for a very pragmatic piece 
of vehicle design. In fact, it sprang from 
the Mako Shark II design study which was 
initiated in 1964, a mere year after the 
Corvette C2 hit dealer floors. The ’68 Vette 
was launched with a 435hp 427ci engine, 
ushering in the T-top targa roof alongside 


the more traditional full convertible. The 
following year saw the 250,000th Corvette 
roll off the line on November 1 9th, 
wearing the revived Stingray badge, albeit 
scripted as one word for this generation. 
The C3 introduced some familiar Corvette 
nameplates like LT-1 and ZR-1, but 
perhaps the most noteworthy part of the 
C3’s history came in 1975 when Dave 
McLellan replaced Zora Arkus-Duntov as 
the Corvette’s Chief Engineer. 

The C3 also ushered in a tradition where 
the last of each particular Corvette line is 
marked by a limited run model, in this 
case the Collector Edition of 1982. As it 
happens, this was a real clunker of a car, 
the C3 now subjected to open derision by 
the automotive press. It got silvery leather 
upholstery, turbine wheels, lift-up rear tail 
glass, silver-beige metallic paint and fade 
graphics atop the hood and along the sides. 
It was a hopeless, overblown, disaster in 
dun. To add insult to injury, the Collector 
Edition was the first Corvette to cost more 
than $20,000. It was the only C3 model to 
have an opening glass liftback though, so it 
had that going for it. Had the C3 bowed 
out five years earlier, it might have been 
remembered more fondly. 


IN THE internet age, we ve become 
used to the best-laid vehicle 
launch schedules being blown to 
smithereens by a hastily-snapped 
spy shot or an unsecured online 
configurator. Back in the sixties, 
things were a good deal less virtual. 
Back in 1968, Mattel royally blew 
the gaff on the C3 Corvette when 
designer Harry Bradley launched 
its die-cast Hot Wheels 'Corvette 
Custom'. The story goes that Harry 
had previously worked at the GM 
Styling Centre, and with the help 
of his friends, essentially purloined 
the design sketches. The Custom 
Corvette Hot Wheels car was 
released by Mattel before GM 
unveiled the C3 but perhaps it wasn't 
such a great stretch given how close 
the C3 looked to the 1965 Mako 
Shark II. As is often the case, the 
legend has more legs than reality.

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WAIT, WHAT? We jump from 1982 
to 1984? What happened to the 1983 
Corvettes? Well that’s a bit of a sore point 
and one that Porsche bores will point to 
as an unacceptable gap in the production 
record. Put bluntly, there were no 
production 1983 Corvettes. Difficulties in 
tooling, quality control, parts supply and 
emissions compliance delayed the launch of 
the C4, with Chevrolet eventually ironing 
out the issues by March 1983. Rather than 
release the cars at the end of the ’83 model 
year, the company instead decided to hold 


off until July 1983, when the cars would go 
to dealers marked up as 1984 model year 
cars. That’s the reason some customers still 
have 1983'Stamped parts on the Vettes. 

Much speculation exists as to how many 
1983 test cars actually survived. ‘Officially, 
only one is in existence, the white car (serial 
number 1G1AY0783D51 10023) at the 
National Corvette Museum in Bowling 
Green, which managed to escape the 
infamous sinkhole incident of February 
2014. Jay Leno is reported to have enough 
1983 model year bits and pieces to build 


a second car although, as many 1984 
C4 owners will attest, even when bolted 
together the quality still wouldn’t be 
anything to shout about. 

In many regards, the C3 Corvette had 
hung around for too long, its production 
span of twelve years on an essentially 
carry-over chassis leaving it looking tired 
and outdated. In developing the C4, 
Chevrolet needed to do too much without 
enough resources. Still, you can’t fault 
the ambition, even if the Corvette’s 30th 
anniversary celebrations in ’83 were a bit of

TWIN-TURBO 

FAST, FRAGILE and fearsomely 
expensive, this twin-turbocharged 
and twin-intercooled 1987 C4 
could have been an all-time great. 
Unfortunately reliability issues 
plagued the Callaway version. 
That's what you tend to expect 
from aftermarket stuff, right? 

No. This was a fully sanctioned 
production Vette, available 
through Chevy dealers using the 
Regular Production Option (RPO) 
code B2K. 

Retailing at an option price of 
$19,999 when a base C4 was 
priced at $27,999, the 382hp 
option B2K was available through 
the 1991 model year, but only 
around 500 orders were ever 
placed. 


over 300hp, and he directed Director of 
Powertrain Engineering, Russ Gee, to come 
up with a solution. He worked up a couple 
of turbocharged V6 and V8 engines for 
testing, but a meeting with Tony Rudd, 
Lotus Cars’ Director of Engineering, set 
in train a very different solution. GM 
owned Lotus at that time and the Norfolk 
company was already well advanced in the 
development of a 4.0'litre DOHC V8. 

Gee reckoned that Lotus could adapt 
this cylinder head design to mate with the 
small-block, but this proved an engineering 
nightmare. The only viable solution was 
to build a completely new block to marry 
up to the beautiful Lotus heads. The LT5 
engine was born. Lotus built Phase I and 
Phase II LT5 test mules, but Chevrolet 
needed a domestic manufacturer. In March 
1986, Mercury Marine in Stillwater, 
Oklahoma, was approved as the sole 
supplier of the LT5 powerplant. 

In 1990 the 375hp ZR-1 retailed for 
$58,995, and despite its modest build 
volume of 6,939 cars built between 1990 
and 1995, the ZR-Ts long list of endurance 
and performance records re-established 
the Corvette as a performance car to be 
reckoned with. Ultimately, the ZR-I 
was too expensive and offered too little 
performance gain over the rapidly-improv- 
ing LT-I car to represent a commercial 
success. At the time of its introduction, the 
Corvette was in a sales slump. After selling 
almost 39,000 Corvettes in 1985, in 1991 
the General shifted just 16,029. The halo 
effect of the ZR-I saw sales lift to 18,000 in 
1992, almost 21,000 in ‘93, and 21,500 in 
‘94. In 1995, it was clear that paying double 
for a Corvette that covering the quarter mile 
0.5 seconds quicker than the stock LTl 
(13. 1 V I3.6secs) wasn’t a compelling buyer 
proposition. The King of the Hill had been 
deposed. By a Corvette. 


a damp squib. 

“We were trying to figure out how to 
bring the car back to date in all aspects,” 
said David McLellan, chief engineer for 
the Corvette at the time. “There was 
new technology that hadn’t been used in 
Chevrolet or in any automotive application 
yet.” This tech included gadgetry like 
liquid crystal digital graphic displays and a 
Doug Nash 4-i-3 transmission behind the 
Cross-Fire small-block donk. With forged 
aluminium control arms, power rack and 
pinion steering and an exterior 24 percent 
more aerodynamic than its predecessor, the 
C4 Vette had the fundamentals absolutely 
right, setting a record 0.90-g skidpan results 
in early Car and Driver reviews, despite the 
205 horsepower lump not exactly setting 
the world alight. 

Power increased to 230hp in 1985 and 
then 240hp in 1987, but it wasn’t until 
the introduction of the ZR-I in 1990 that 
the C4 got deadly serious. McLellan knew 
the car needed an engine producing well 
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IF THE Corvette C2 is the most-loved 
generation to date, the C5 could well 
come to be regarded as the most respected, 
if only because it took the biggest steps 
forward. In the early 90s, the Corvette C4 
was progressively getting worked over by 
Japanese rivals that worked smarter and 
harder. Cars like the Acura NSX, the Toyota 
Supra, the Mazda FD RX-7 and the Nissan 
300ZX demonstrated that Chevrolet didn’t 
hold a monopoly on the market for coupes 
with pace, panache and pared-back pricing. 
Something radically better was needed out 
of Bowling Green. In effect, the Corvette 
had to skip a generation to keep up. 

As a result, the C5 s launch was 
progressively delayed. GM’s $250m budget 
for the C5 was due to be spent on a car 
that would arrive in 1993 and which would 
retain price point superiority right through 
to the new millennium. But CM dithered 
interminably, its hand only being forced 
when the US government mandated side 
impact regulations for late 1996 that the 
Corvette C4 could never have passed. To be 
fair, other factors were involved. By 1990 
CM was losing $2bn a year. Just two years 
later the company found itself drowning in 


$24.2bn worth of red ink. Chief Engineer 
Dave McLellan also retired in 1992, 
replaced by former Cadillac man Dave Hill. 

The C5 was a revelation. Perfect 50:50 
weight distribution, torsional stiffness 
five times greater than the C4 and stacks 
of room inside for two people and their 
luggage, a slinky 0.293 Cd drag factor 
with the headlights lowered, the punchy 
345hp aluminium-block LSI V8 up front 
and, for the first time on a Corvette, a 
rear transaxle. From 1 999 there was even 
a fighter-jet style head-up display that 
projected key information onto the base of 
the windscreen. It was also the first time 
in history that Corvette buyers could also 
choose from three different body styles: 
a targa-top coupe, a convertible and a 
hardtop with a boot. 

The fantastic 385hp Z06 arrived in 
2001, with power climbing to 405 ponies 
for the 2002 model year, coinciding with 
the standard fitment of Active Handling 
and Traction Control systems. The C5 
also marked the very first time painted 
carbon-fibre panels were used on an 
American production car when the 2004 
model year cars got a composite bonnet. 


we were at the circuit, the 'Green 
Hell' was pretty much the 'White 
Nightmare' with unseasonal ice 
covering any part of the track that 
the sun hadn't been able to hit, so 
I was much relieved to bring the 
spangly-new 1998 Vette back in 
one piece. 

Sadly, the cor wasn't long for 
this world. A UK-based lad's mag 
booked it out for Le Mans week and 
broke their journey to La Sorthe in 
a small French town. After dinner 
and aperitifs, it was decided that 
circle work in the town square was 
required. When they woke the 
next morning, the Vette had been 
torched by testy locals, a blackened 
skeleton atop a puddle of melted 
fibreglass being all that was left.

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THE C6 Z06: FAST 


THE C5 only stuck around for seven 
years, and its successor refined the theme. 
Gone were the bulky pop-up lights, the 
C6 returning to the CTs fixed lamps. In 
most other regards, the C6 was a fiercely 
forward-looking car and refined the C5 
formula ruthlessly. The Euro-snobs who 
laughed at ill-handling American cars 
suddenly went very quiet. The C6 was more 
than capable of pulling down the pants 
of some performance car royalty. When 
compared to a Porsche 911, the Corvette 
was usually within a sniff on handling and 
leagues ahead on straight line performance, 
resulting in quicker lap times and usually 
getting the nod in its favour. The C6 
finessed the fundamentals compared to 
its predecessor. The car was 5.1 inches 
shorter yet featured 1 .2 inches more in the 
wheelbase. 

The Z06 big hitter arrived in 2006 and 


the mighty supercharged LS9 6.2-litre 
engine debuted in the 2009 ZRl . General 
Motors development engineer Jim Mero 
piloted the ZRl to a 7m 19s lap of the 
Nurburgring Nordschleife, bettering the 
time of the much-vaunted Dodge Viper 
ACR. Oh, and those of the Ferrari Enzo, 
the Maserati MG 12, the Porsche Carrera 
GT and the Pagani Zonda F Clubsport. 
Read the small print and you realise the 
7m22s lap the Z06 recorded bettered all of 
the European blue-bloods as well. 

The C6 was also the first Vette for a very 
long time with a halfway tidy cabin, and 
the impression of quality was augmented 
with a 2008 refresh, when the LS3 6.2-litre 
engine debuted as the entry-level lump. The 
final edition of the C6 was the 2013 60th 
Anniversary Package and the very desirable 
427 Convertible. The latter is as close as 
Chevy got to offering a drop-top C6 Z06. 



TRACK TO TARMAC 

POWERED BY the most potent 
small-block ever, the 505hp 
Z06 rolled into dealers in 2006. 
Carrying an evocative 427c i swept 
capacity (actually 427.6), or seven 
litres in new money, the Z06 was 
a destroyer of reputations right 
from the word go. Clothed in 
carbon fibre bodywork, with an 
aluminium frame, a wider track, 
monster six-pot calipers up front 
and four-piston clamps at the 
rear, and coolers for all fluids, 
including power steering, this was 
serious stuff. About 300 LS7 lumps 
could be hand-built per day at 
the Wixom, Ml plant. "[This] is 
a racing engine in a street car," 
said Dave Muscaro, assistant chief 
engineer for small block engines. 
"There really has been nothing else 
like it offered in a GM production 
vehicle."

CORVETTE C7 



IF THE C6 was the Corvette that 
eased GM into the upper echelon of 
performance cars, the C7 Stingray 
hammered home the point in case anybody 
had missed it. Despite this, it wasn’t the car 
some had hoped for. After all, the skinny 
was that the General had been planning to 
pay a tribute to Zora Arkus-Duntov and 
launch a mid-engined Corvette to mark 
Chevrolet’s centenary in 20 1 1 . A Vette 
with the engine behind the driver was 
tinkered with, some reports claiming it 
was fitted with a Saab-sourced dual-clutch 
transaxle, but the global financial crisis of 
2008 led to GM’s bankruptcy in 2009. 

Tom Wallace, had taken over as Chief 
Engineer from Dave Hill in 2006 but 
lasted just two years, getting the C7 s 
development started before handing 
over the reins to Tadge Juechter in 2008. 
Given this lack of continuity in the C7 s 
gestation, it’s no wonder GM lowered their 
gaze somewhat. Thirty-seven years after 
the last Stingray rolled off the line, the C7 
Stingray was unveiled at the 2013 Detroit 
Show. Only two parts were carried over 
from the C6, the passenger compartment 


air filter and the rear latch for the coupe’s 
removable roof panel. 

The hood and roof were carbon fibre, 
the frame aluminium and the underbody 
formed of a carbon-nano structure, with 
the weight balance being 49.4 percent 
front, 50.6 percent rear, making this 
the first Vette with a rearwards weight 
bias. The 455hp LTl V8 featured active 
cylinder shutdown and was mated to either 
a six-speed automatic or a seven-speed 
Tremec manual box with rev matching on 
downshifts. The C7 might have looked 
evolutionary, but its sharpened styling hid 
some huge technical advances. - 




FUEL FAR THOUGHT 

FUEL ECONOMY hasn't 
traditionally been a Corvette 
strong point. Back in 1975, a 
C4 Vette would return around 
13.8L/100km on the highway 
while delivering just 165hp. Fast 
forward 40 years and the C7 
now features the most fuel-efficient 
450hp+ engine in the world, 
netting 8.1L/100km on a cruise. 
Active Fuel Management shuts 
down half the cylinders when 
cruising, making the C7 the first 
four-cylinder Corvette. Sometimes.

GOODWOOD REVIVAL STARTED WITH A CHILLY SHAKEDOWN 


|AT WINTON RACEWAY. UNIQUE CARS WAS THERE 








A s the crow flies, Winton 

Raceway in rural Victoria is 
16,933 kilometres from the 
famed Goodwood Circuit 
just outside Chichester in 
England, and that’s a bloody long way 
to go for one race. But that’s where John 
Bowe and Joe Calleja will be in early 
September, racing Calleja’s beautiful 
1 965 Corvette Stingray in the celebrated 
Royal Auto Club Tourist Trophy at the 
Goodwood Revival, arguably the most 
prestigious historic event in Europe. 

The invitation-only Tourist Trophy, or 
TT, is for closed-cockpit GT cars “in the 
spirit of cars that raced in the TT from 
1960-64” which is why Joe’s ’65 Vette 
is eligible: it’s imbued with the spirit of 
the times. Bowe and Calleja are Revival 
rookies but the Vette already has TT form. 
The late Peter Brock raced it twice with 
its previous owner, so Calleja is doubly 
honoured to be invited and JB can tick off 
another event from his racing bucket list. 

But the TT is no gentlemanly ‘after 
you, sir’ punt around a picturesque 
British racetrack. It’s a one-hour pro-am 
race, pairing well-heeled car owners with 
drivers with pedigrees from Formula One 
to Le Mans and nobody gives an inch. 
There’s a lot of pride on the line and it’s 
not uncommon for some very valuable 
machinery to leave Goodwood bent and 
broken. It’s a fierce, fast track with very 
little in the way of run-off. Just ask Sir 
Stirling Moss. A crash here ended his 
racing career. 

So, JB and JC will have to be on the

money and the Corvette will need to be 
singing like a bird in that elite company, 
which is why we convened at Winton on 
a freezing winters day for the cars final 
shakedown prior to being shipped halfway 
around the world. 

The shakedown had a few aims: to 
bed in the freshened 327-cube V8 built 
by Steve Makarios from Synergy Race 
Engines, to test the period Dunlop 
600M15 cross-plies the car is required 
to race on in the UK, and to try a few 
chassis tweaks that might suit the short 
Goodwood layout. It was also a good 
chance for Unique Cars to download JB s 
impressions of a 50-year-old race car that 
is allowed even fewer modern mods than 
his all-conquering Touring Car Masters 
Mustang. 

While Bowe has a soft spot for the 
Corvette, especially after he brained the 
Yanks in it at the Monterey histories in 
2012/13, its a far cry from the high-tech 


open-wheelers and touring cars in which 
he made his reputation, particularly in the 
handling department. 

“By modern standards it just doesn’t 
handle,” Bowe shrugs, adding his hands 
are kept very busy. “I’ve always thought 
my hands were pretty quiet’ but I’m 
constantly chasing the Vette because the 
chassis flexes, the steering box flexes on the 
chassis, and the tyres flex. I’ve never been 
a slide-y driver but I have to slide this car 


otherwise it doesn’t go fast enough. 

“There is no ‘guiding’ it into a corner, 
it’s more like the car guiding me into the 
corner,” he laughs. “It’s quite an effort just 
to get it to the apex then you need a fair 
bit of right foot to get it away from the 
apex. It’s also grip-limited on these ‘baggy’ 
Dunlop tyres but when it does slide it 
actually drives forward. Unlike modern 
radials that start going downhill as soon 
as you put them on, these Dunlops are as

hard as bricks and never go off because 
they never go on! They’re there more to 
keep the car off the ground than hold the 
road.” 

Unfortunately, those Dunlops turned 
out to be a waste of time because the day 
after the test the team received word that 
they will have to race on a different spec 
Dunlop at Goodwood. 

There was little to be gained by JB and 
Joe blasting around Winton all day and

they stuck to the testing protocol, doing 
three or four laps at a time then pitting 
for a debrief with Makarios. Adjustments 
were made to the balance by changing 
anti-roll bars and adding and deleting 
chassis bracing to get an idea of how 
those changes might affect the handling at 
Goodwood. Funnily enough, JB reckoned 
the car handled better with less bracing in 
the front end. Maybe he was just getting 


used to it flexing? 

The Gorvette was one of the first 
American cars with four-wheel disc brakes 
which was pretty cool in 1965 but while 
the Vette’s brakes are not totally stock, they 
aren’t in the same league as modern racing 
Brembos or APs, JB says. 

“It doesn’t stop too good. It’s got 
modern pads but no in-car bias 
adjustment, so the trick is not to try to 
maximise the brakes because the car’s

unstable under brakes and weaves all 
over the road due to the chassis flex and, 
secondly, it’s so easy to lock a brake. It 
also doesn’t have dual master cylinders or 
a booster and you can’t adjust the pedal 
effort so you have to push the pedal pretty 
hard and when you do the firewall flexes! 

So you don’t even try to look for that last 
five metres under braking.” 

So, Joe’s very expensive, highly pedigreed 
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"IN 2010 I went to the US with Chris 
Bowden and bought a couple of 
Shelbys and a Boss Mustang. About 
six months later Chris rang up and 
told me about a '65 Corvette for sale 
that had Peter Brock history. The car 
was in the UK and had just been 
done up by its owner, John Young of 
Roxwell Racing, who co-drove it with 
Brock at Goodwood in 2005 and 
2006. Knowing that provenance I 
bought it and I am the fourth owner. 

"I love mid-60s Corvettes but it's a 


race car and I had never raced. The 


first time I drove it was at Sandown 


Corvette doesn’t handle and doesn’t stop 
by modern yardsticks but it does get up 
and boogie in a straight line thanks to 
Makarios, who has extracted another 1 5 
horsepower out of the Chev small block, 
for a total of 515, and a meaty 450 foot 
pounds of torque. It’s a strong donk. 

“This is the 327 that Stevie originally 
built for Monterey which is basically the 
spec we’re allowed to use in England,” 
Bowe says, stressing that Makarios has 
meticulously researched the engine regs 
for Goodwood to ensure the Corvette 
complies. It’s too far to go to get pinged 
by ofFicious scrutineers. 


“The bottom-end is a good as you can 
get and the top-end is as good as you 
make it under the rules, with cast-iron 
Fuellie heads, dual-plane manifold and 
pressed-steel rockers,” Bowe says. “With 
those limitations we only rev it to about 
7200rpm - we’d rev it to 8000 with an 
Edelbrock inlet manifold, which I prefer 
- but the engine is beautiful. It’s smooth 
and pulls well and is a lot more powerful 
than it would have been in 1965.” 

For all the Corvette’s compromises, 
Bowe is chuffed to be racing it at another 
of the world’s great historic events and 
while he downplays his and Joe’s chances 


and it scared the shit out of me. JB 
said I couldn't have picked a worse 
car for a first race car and told me 
to get rid of it. He thought it would 
kill me. I was terrified and put it up 
for sale. While I waited for a buyer, 

I decided to get JB to race it and 
we took it to the 201 2 Monterey 
Motorsports Reunion where John 
scored pole and came second in the 
first race. In race two he was sent 
to the back of the grid for a minor 
engine irregularity and he passed 
30-odd cars to finish third. I was so 
proud and I started falling in love with 
the car. We went back to Monterey 
in 2013 and John was in the top five 
again. 

"Meanwhile JB helped me with 
my driving and suggested doing 
Regularities and we made the car a 
lot more user friendly. Steve Makarios 
took over the preparation, and since 
then I've done two races in Group S 
and become very attached to the car. 
I'm looking forward to Goodwood, it's 
going to be a great experience. My 
wife bought me a simulator for my 
birthday so I've been 'practising' and I 
know which way the track goes; I just 
hope it's dry." 

After Goodwood, Calleja will ship 
the car to Malta, where he was born, 
to take part in the Malta Grand Prix 
for classic cars, which is run on the 
streets of the fortified medieval city of 
Mdino, the old capital of Malta.

of winning the TT, you sense he’s dead 
keen to be the Aussie cat among the 
Goodwood pigeons. 

“I don’t think Corvettes have ever 
done well in the TT because the car to 
beat in that era was the Shelby Cobra,” 
Bowe reasons. “There will also be cars 
like Ferrari 250 CTOs, Aston Martin 
DB4GTs and lightweight Jaguar E-Types 
so we’re not going there expecting to 
win. My role is to help Joe enjoy his 
motorsport.” With that in mind, JB got 


Joe to strap into the Vette’s passenger 
seat and rattled off some quick laps after 
formal testing was completed at Winton. 
What was he teaching him? 

“I just wanted him to see what I do 
in the car and to show him that the car 
moves around a lot, so let it move,” Bowe 
explains. “It’s a slider and you’ve got to 
let it slide. It’s actually relatively forgiving 
but Joe’s not going to pick up 40 years of 
experience in five minutes and he knows 
that. He’s come a long way since we

started working together but he doesn’t 
have enough time do enough racing miles. 
The main prerequisite is for him to enjoy 
the thrill and sensation of driving the car.” 

Goodwood is half a world away and the 
TT just one hour long, but you get the 
feeling both master and pupil will get a 
thrill from their Revival adventure.

A n extraordinary one-make 
car race was run in the You 
Yangs west of Melbourne 
over nine days in April-May 
1965 , not that it was 
ever intended to be a race! If the XP 
Falcon durability run seemed borderline 
unbelievable at the time, the passing 
of half a century makes it seem plain 
incredible, especially when viewed in terms 
of the now ubiquitous workplace health 


and safety demands. 

Newly imported assistant managing 
director, Bill Bourke, conceived the event 
to showcase the toughness of the XP 
Falcon. Bourke had arrived in Australia 
just two months before the event was 
run. It was essentially a do-or-die effort, 
a huge (under-calculated) gamble. The 
original XK Falcon had developed a 
justified reputation for frailty and even the 
improved XL and XM successors could 
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harder. The 2.248-mile bitumen circuit 
at Ford s new proving ground was not 
designed as a race track. With no banking, 
no proper cambering, no straight to speak 
of and a non-skid surface that destroyed 
tyres, the You-Yangs track was even more 
difficult than Mount Panorama, and 
equally dangerous with trees and huge 
rocks in perilous proximity. 

The evocative 70mph average 
speed had been set before anyone had 
determined whether it was feasible on 
the new track. The answer was that it 
was possible only if the cars were driven 
absolutely flat-out! 

Early on Bob Jane said: “Its the hardest 
circuit on a car Eve ever driven or even 
seen (with) bends all the way. Ford have 
really set themselves a task here; my two 
hours each in cars one and five I found 
harder than any Armstrong IVe driven in. 
If you make the slightest mistake you’re in 
real trouble.” 

Ern Abbott, who had raced Valiants 
at the Island and the Mountain, said: 

“It scared the living pants off me for the 
first 10 laps. You go up in the air and all 
you can see is sky and suddenly someone 
takes the road from underneath you.” And 
because it ran through the night as well 




not bring customers back from Holden. 

The plan was to take bog stock Falcons 
and drive them at an average speed of 70 
miles per hour for 70,000 miles. It was 
run under the auspices of CAMS, initially 
with a dozen top race and rally drivers. 
Ford Oz competition manager Ees Powell 
reckoned 12 would be enough, and the 
refusal of Harry Firth and John Reaburn 
to hand their red Hardtop over to anyone 
else during the first 24 hours seemed to 
confirm his judgement. The cars were 
equipped with either the Pursuit 170 
cubic-inch engine with three-on-the-tree 
or the Super Pursuit 200 with mandatory 
automatic transmission. 

All but one of the five Falcons - 
there was a sixth in reserve (permitted 
under CAMS regulations) - rolled. 
Sleep-deprived drivers were down to 
two-hour stints. Ford soon posted an 
invitation on the notice board of the 
Eight Car Club to anyone with a CAMS 
licence. 

Ford Australia’s 70,000-mile durability 
run was not intended to be a race 
but those of the drivers who had also 
competed in one of the three Armstrong 
500s at Phillip Island or the two run 
at Mount Panorama reckoned this was 


as in daylight, drivers had to deal with 
the rising and setting of the sun, dew and 
whatever visibility the standard headlights 
afforded. 

Most of the frequent repairs were the 
result not of breakdown but crashes. In 
the early hours until a good coat of rubber 
was laid by the tortured Dunlop SP4I 
cross-plies, tyres often wore out within 12 
laps - just 45km! 

Henry Ford II happened to be in 
Australia at the time and boarded a 
helicopter to check things out for himself 
He was reputedly far from amused. His 
idea of racing (in Ford’s year of ‘Total 
Performance’) was more Ee Mans and 
GT40 than You Yangs and Falcon. 

Had Bourke’s gamble not paid off there 
would doubtless have been significant 
ramifications - for his own career, and 
perhaps even the Falcon’s future in 
Holden-crazy Australia. 

In the end the fleet of Falcons logged 
the full distance but the average of 71. 3 
miles per hour did not include stops. Even 
so, the CAMS officials who supervised the 
events granted the XP Falcons some 49 
national records. The red Super Pursuit- 
engined Hardtop auto in which Firth and 
Reaburn set the early pace was placed

hotel, the Southern Cross. No question, 
the Falcon had finally arrived in the big 
end of town. 

Bill Bourke’s big gamble paid off Fleet 
customers returned. Private buyers, who 
had spurned its predecessors, bought the 
XP in large numbers. 

The paradox is that had Ford Australia 
followed the example of its greatest rival, 
the durability run would not have been 
necessary. A spur of the moment decision 
made in Dearborn in August 1958 started 
the Falcon on its drive to the You Yangs. 
Ford Australia managing director Charles 


Smith and five other executives were 
invited to headquarters in Dearborn, 
Michigan, to view the Mark II A Zephyr. 
An American team had developed a facelift 
especially for Australia. The Zephyr was to 
get a new grille. Zodiac taillight assemblies 
and other minor changes. Think of the 
FE facelift to FC and you get the idea: 
embellish a simple design with excessive 
chromework and other ornate flourishes. 

The Broadmeadows manufacturing 
plant was under construction and 
the Mark II A was to have gone into 
production there on 14 September I960. 
But Charles Smith knew this re-heated

1956 English car would not sufficiently 
challenge the Holden (which held 50 
per cent of the market). He said so. And 
that was when Ford of Canadas executive 
vice-president took the Australians into 
another room to view the corporations 
forthcoming compact, the Falcon. Smith 
promptly sent a telegram from Dearborn to 
Geelong: ‘Cancel Zephyr’. 

The Falcon was much more modern in 
its styling, lighter in weight and cheaper to 
manufacture. It must have looked at the 
time like what we now call a no-brainer. 

But, in developing its Holden to cope 
with Australian conditions, GMH gave 
the prototypes a major workout not just 
in the US but in Australia. Astonishingly 
- and despite advertising claims to the 
contrary - the Falcon was not calibrated 
for Oz. “The Falcon is Australian. It is 
built entirely in Australia, for Australian 
conditions,” declared the brochure. Only 
the “built entirely in Australia” bit was 
accurate! The Australianisation of the Falcon 
began during the XK’s two-year production 
run. It was never tested in Australia during 
its development for the North American

to be a car of the next decade. The public 
soon realised that looks ain’t everything; the 
Falcon might have been a hot date but it 
was the Holden you’d marry! 

By 1962 and the release of the XL with 
its ‘Thunderbird’ roofline two months 
before the same car went on sale Stateside, 
the Falcon was pretty good. The 1963 XM 
“with Certified Gold Quality” was better. 
The 1965 XP was very different from its US 
counterpart. Mercury Comet front fenders, 
bumper and bonnet gave it a beefier look. 
Higher-mounted tail lights distinguished the 
XP from its predecessor. 

As if to italicise the maturity of the XP, 
the Squire woody wagon was allowed 
to drive quietly into history while the 
lavishly specified Fairmont replaced the 
faintly vulgar Futura six months into the 
production run. The Fairmont had 14-inch 
wheels and power-assisted front disc brakes, 
a notable first for the local industry. Unlike 
the Futura’s front buckets, those in the 
Fairmont reclined. The Fairmont wagon 
set a new luxury standard for Australian 
load-haulers. 

The 121 horsepower Super Pursuit 
engine became optional with XM but was 
offered only in tandem with automatic 
transmission. This remained the situation 
with XP, meaning no Falcon could match 
the performance of an EH 179 manual or 
an HD X2 manual. 

The measure of how far Bill Bourke’s 
gamble paid off was that the Falcon now 
accounted for 10 percent of the total 
market, 


market and the Aussie engineers knew they 
would face problems but also knew that 
no-one was listening in Dearborn. 

When it was introduced in September 
1 960 it was one of the top-selling vehicles in 
the US and few problems had emerged. But 
Australian roads quickly found the Falcon 
out. 

The weakest links were the front ball 
joints, followed by the clutch. The American 
engineers were sceptical when their Aussie 
counterparts relayed problems. Sunset Strip 
was a boulevard and the sleek new Falcon 
rode it effortlessly but Sydney Road, Coburg 
was another proposition! Eventually a 
consultant was sent from Detroit. He placed 
samples of failed ball joints on the desk of 
then Ford president John Dykstra, who 
personally ordered that the component be 
replaced with the sturdier unit used in the 
American Fairlane. It was not until 1962 
that the change was made standard. But 
within seven months of launch Ford dealers 
were offering compact Fairlane ball joints as 
options and had little trouble selling them to 
customers. 

Even with its Fairlane modification, the 
XK Falcon struggled in Australia. It had 
inadequate ground clearance as well as soft 
suspension, meaning it bottomed out easily. 
What’s more, the 144 cubic-inch engine, 
while okay with a manual transmission, 
struggled with the Fordomatic. No 
automatic transmission would be offered on 
the Holden until the EK the following year, 
but the two-pedal Falcon did the clutch-free 
concept no favours. 

Parked alongside the clumsy and garishly 
two-toned FB Holden the Falcon looked

BMW TYPICALLY has a letter/ 
number code for various series 
of cars. So, an E30 (our chassis) 
is a 3-series car built from 
1982 to 1993, with a major 
(Series 2) update in 1987 And 
since earlier Bimms are now 
getting expensive, we reckon 
tidy non-M E30s will soon be 
on the collectible radar. Several 
M3 high performance hero 
car versions were produced in 
left-hand drive, using variants of 
the SI 4 straight-four engine. 

The E46, which supplies the 
engine for this beast, is the 
1998-2007 3-series. In M3 
form, it used the S54 straight six 
3.2 litre powerplant, claiming 
333 horses. That was mated to 
a six-speed Getrag or an SMG 
'Drivelogic' with a paddle shift 
option.

The longer, heavier 
engine didn’t seem to affect weight 
distribution but remember BMW 
did make six cylinder E30s so they 
are built to take them; the suspension 
is beefed up anyway, with stiffer 
springs, coil-over shocks up front and 
adjustable sway bars front and rear. 

With a set of R-spec tyres this E30/ 
E46 M3 would make a good track 
or club sprint car and that would be 
the best way to get the most out of it. 
To drive any sort of performance car 
the way its maker intended you really 
need to go on a track. You could drive 
this car to the track, give a bunch of 
unsuspecting other drivers a big fright, 
then drive it home. If you put some 
gold stripes on, it’d look like a John 
Player Special race car. -

Regarding the comment about HG 
Holdens being a test mule for the new 
202: About a hundred years ago, fresh out 
of high school, and working at our local 
Chrysler Valiant Dealer in Crows Nest, 
Sydney, one of the front office receptionists, 
Sandy, and her boyfriend (or hubby) had a 
HG Holden panel van, with a 202 badge on 
the tailgate. I remember querying this, and 
she was adamant, that yes, it was ‘factory’. 

This was 1974 and I’m not sure if they’d 
bought the 1971 build HG new. It was 
painted, if I recall correctly, that sort of 
lime metallic green some LJ GTRs and 
HQ Monaros were finished in. I can recall 
that the 202 badge was red in colour, not 
black, like the later cars. The HG was 


traded in on a 302 XA GS sedan, in Sky 
View Blue. 

Having worked for the next 10 years in 
both Lord and GM camps, I do recall that 
quite often, new colours used to “leak” 
their way on to the outgoing models, prior 
to new ones being released. Other oddities 
were trim fabrics and wheel trims/hub caps, 
or wheel centres, sometimes appearing on 
the soon to be superseded models.

Triple trauma 

Having a great time reading about elusive 
red things. It amazes me how seriously 
some people take it. Life is too short! 1 hope 
it takes years before any hard evidence is 
found as 1 am sure a lot of people are having 
a lot of fun. (Ifs the vibe of the thing, you 
know, like Mabo. Or VN Gommodores.) 

Anyhow, 1 was just wondering if you can 
shed some light on the triple Weber carbies 
1 bought on eBay for a VH Gharger R/T 
replica that 1 am building. 

They came fitted to an aftermarket 
manifold and the first two are 45DGOE9 
and the last one at the back is 45DGOE13. 
The seller said they were off another 
265 Hemi and worked well. Gould the 
DGOE13 be a heat resistant model for 
cylinders five and six or has someone just 
put together any 45mm side drafts they 
could find with one being odd? 

It’s a good manifold by the way; in three 
separate sections with runners that are 
slightly longer and higher rising than the 
original R/T manifold which gets them 
further away from the extractors. Do you 
have any idea what brand the manifolds 
could be? They have one, two and three 


marked on them for sequence. 

Keep up the good work UG. 

PS: There were no red markings on the 
carbies or the manifold to be found.

Phew, you've opened a can of worms here, 
Pete. The subject of Webers for a Hemi 
265 is a topic that has been discussed at 
extraordinary lengths yet, to my knowledge, 
has never been fully explained. So pull up 
a comfy chair and grab a coldie, 'cos this 
could get a bit intense. 

Now, for starters, the Webers in question 
are 45mm DCOEs. Fair enough, but it's the 
nitty-gritty where the web starts to get 
really tangled. As you've correctly identified 
there are DCOEs and then there are DCOEs. 
And the individual part numbers do seem 
to make a big difference when it comes to 
the Hemi six. 

For a start, the Hemi is one of the few 
engines in the world to mount side-draught 
Webers solidly rather than on soft-mounts 
(the theory being that the inline six is so 
inherently smooth, the carbs don't need 
this shock-absorbing soft-mount). But as 
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LEFT Hey Charger. Triple twins or a big 
four-barrel? The debate continues, “li:, 


many people who have tried to mount 
triples on a 265 will know, it aint as simple 
as it sounds. Not if you want it to run 
properly anyway 

Now, the interesting thing is that Chrysler 
found this out the hard way back In the 
early part of 1970. Back then, Chrysler' s 
general manager of driveline engineering, 
a fella name of Mike Stacy (who was still 
in the game in the 1980s when I started to 
terrorise him as a young motoring journo) 
suggested that the Hemi six could be 
tuned to offer Chrysler Australia a proper 
performance car without the weight and 
cost of going to a V8 engine. Once he got 
the green light, the cunning Stacy sent three 
different minions out to three different 
carby shops to buy a single 45 DCOE each. 
The idea was to prevent anybody getting 
a sniff that the Chrysler boys were out 
shopping for triple Webers. 

Anyway, the upshot was that they bolted 


the carbs to a 265 and fired her up. it made 
lots of power at wide-open-throttle, but 
ran like a bag of chisels everywhere else 
with a crook idle and bugger all low-speed 
refinement. They messed about for weeks, 
too, but eventually decided that, having 
been brought up on Carter two-barrels, they 
weren't the blokes to make it work. But 
what's most amazing is that the solution 
was to ship a whole car -a VC Pacer four- 
door, if you must know - and an engineer - 
Chrysler's race program manager, John Ellis 
- all the way to Weber's factory in Bologna. 
Yeah, the Bologna in Italy. Sounds extreme, 
doesn't it? But having met Stacy, Tm here 
to tell you that if he couldn't sort the carbs, 
then it was only Weber who could have. 

Even once the car had been driven cross- 
country over Europe to Italy, it still took 
four months of full-time graft to arrive at 
the proper specification for the carbs. They 
fiddled around with air-bleed holes, jets 


and being very careful with balancing the 
mixture on each choke. And then John Ellis 
would blast off into the Italian distance for a 
few hundred kays of testing and evaluation. 
And that, to me, is the reason that you can't 
just bolt any old DCOE on a Hemi six and 
expect it to sing. 

These days, the clued up blokes reckon 
the best idea is to run a Bakelite spacer 
between the carb and manifold which 
maintains the solid mounting but acts as 
an insulator against heat. And those same 
bokes now reckon the gun part number is 
a 45mm DCOE 152G carby which features 
four progression holes for smoother 
transition from the idle circuit to the power 
jet and, therefore, improved driveability. 

So where does that leave you? Tm not 
sure, to be honest. I've not heard of using a 
different third Weber for the - potentially - 
hotter running cylinders five and six, so my 
first thought would be that somebody has 
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simply packaged up the first three DCOEs 
they could find and called them a set 

I know a bit about this stuff, because I 
messed around for about five years with a 
set of 45mm side-draught Dell'Ortos on a 
hot Hemi six. Frankly, I wasted half a decade 
of my life because those damn carbs just 
refused to be tuned. The 265 would drop 
a cylinder for no reason and then drop a 
different one the next moment It would 
kind of run wide open, but everything else 
was a dead loss. Almost drove me to drink. 

In the end, I realised that since I wasn't 
building an R/T six-pack replica, I was 
probably kidding myself So I did the only 
sensible thing and bolted on a modern, 
vacuum secondary four-barrel. Probably 
doesn't have the same top-end surge, but it 
idles cleanly, starts easily and uses less fuel. 
They're pretty good these latter-day Holleys 
y'know. Mind you, a single four-barrel will 
never elicit the oohs and aahs of onlookers 
that you get when you pop the bonnet on a 
big, rampaging trio of Webers. Your call. Let 
me know how you go. I'll give you five years 
to nail it. 

Which reminds me, anybody want a set 
of fully reconditioned 45mm Dell'Ortos 
on a good Hemi manifold complete with 
linkages? 


On Sleepers 

Regarding your question about the sleepers 
we’d all like to build: I would like to do 
what Jaguar should have done in the 60s: 
Get a Daimler 250 (same body as Jaguar 
3.8) and drop in the Hemi V8 out of the 
Daimler Majestic . The 4.5-litre V8 is only 
36 kilos heavier than the 2.5-litre V8 in the 
250. This would result in a car 45kg lighter 
with 90Nm more torque than the 3.8 Jag. 


The Majestic weighs 1840kgs and would 
do 0 to 100 km/h in 10 seconds; about 
the same as the 3.8 Jag. The Daimler 250, 
meanwhile, is over 400kg lighter than the 
Majestic, so seven seconds would seem 
possible and it should also handle better 
than the Jag. 

The Yanks aren’t the only ones that had 
V8 Hemis: The Edward Turner-designed 
Daimler engines should have been utilized 
by Jaguar but instead they were buried. I 
know it’s not a real sleeper, but it would 
certainly be an entertaining drive.

It is, I reckon, a question of 
scale. There's a very tasty EH Holden I 
pass every morning on my way to the 
Melbourne Bloke Centre; it's a sandstone 
colour with a white roof and, up until last 
week, it was wearing a set of 15-inch 
Superlites. Looked brilliant. Kind of a cross 
between a resto-mod and a Group N 
racer. 

This week, though, the bloke has 
obviously saved up his pocket money and 
lashed out on a set of 18-inch, five-spoke 
numbers wrapped in liquorice-strap tyres. 
Yeah, it has stance, but it always did. And, 
for mine, those bright, blinged up 18s are 
just too much for the rest of the picture. 
Bear in mind that a current-model Holden 
Cruze is about the same size as an EH 
and that a modern Corolla is about as big 
as an LH Torana and you can see that old 
cars were just physically smaller. So don't 
overdo it, okay? Just sayin...

rowing up in the early 
’70s, I’ll never forget the 
first time I saw a drawing 
of a C2 Corvette Grand 
Sport. That car was the 
best-looking thing I’d ever seen and it 
hooked me. I was already mad about 
cars and working on them, and at the 


time I was working on turbocharging 
an XU- 1 Torana, but that Grand Sport 
sparked something in me. Some might 
call it love. 

The dream of owning a C2 Corvette 
stayed with me for the rest of my life, 
in the back of my head; I found myself 
at 45 and still wanting one. I wasn’t 


sure about making the big step though, 
because of a few reasons. Firstly, I 
didn’t just want any old C2, I wanted a 
matching numbers car, a tidy right-hand 
driver, and then one day, a C2 popped 
up in the classifieds which caught my 
eye. It was in reasonable condition, the 
conversion was a good job, so I bit the 








bullet and bought it. 

Once I got the car home, I took it to a 
good mate of mine, Ned from Hercules 
Competition Engines, and we came up 
with a plan for my car. I wanted a really 
individual Corvette and one with a 
mountain of torque. In the first 60 feet at 
the lights its all about torque off the line 
and Ned and I wanted to get the Corvette 
to put out 500lb/ft at 3000rpm. That 
was our goal. But my car was the small 
block L79 engine, not the 427 big block. 
With the Grand Sport as inspiration, we 
accepted the challenge. 

I gave Ned the car for three months 
with the plan that I wanted that big 
torquey engine which he said would 
require a four-inch stroke. ‘Whatever 
you have to do, do it,’ I said. He pulled 
the engine out and got started. The 
heads came off, he massaged them, and 
match-ported the cast iron heads to the 
manifold. The camshaft was his own 
design, the carburetion was worked

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over; same with the timing, spark and 
distributor. He also has a special secret 
design of the oil galleries - which he hasn’t 
even explained to me - but that’s one of 
his keys to getting all the torque he wants 
from an engine. 

Down the driveline, the Tremec ratios 
weren’t right for what we were trying 
to achieve. Ned suggested a two-speed 
Powerglide and we settled on that, a much 
more robust gearbox for the output given 
the stress it would put on everything. I 
spoke with Motorcraft in the US and 


they advised me on some special shackles 
which encase the universal joint to add 
strength and make the car a lot safer 
in case all that torque broke anything. 
They’re about $600 each and a great piece 
of machinery which Ned insisted on. 

We did the brakes with cross-drilled 
rotors and a specific type of hard-to-fmd 
performance pad from Eckersley in the 
States for this kind of car. The calipers are 
four-piston and are well up to the task 
of pulling her up. The suspension got 
upgraded; they pulled all the front end 
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ABOVE Sting Ray going undercover 
as "Silver Bullet"!

apart and replaced the tired old bushes 
with polyurethane. The transverse leaf 
spring setup which can wobble when it 
breaks traction is much better off with 
special Teflon bushes in the mounts. The 
steering has a factory power unit fitted to 
make life a bit easier too. 

The paint on the C2 was pretty good 
when I got it, but it had no Stinger 
bonnet. I imported one from the States, 
which was an expensive exercise, and 
while I was at it decided to do the rest of 
the body as well. Stinger bonnets are so 
hard to get, mostly because they take a 
month to make one; that’s what made it 
expensive - and I’m glad it did because it 
really sells what my car’s about. The body 
was sanded back to the fibreglass, every 
inch was prepped and painted and I was 
really happy with the result. George from 


TGM Panel Beating & Spray Painting did 
all the work and said it didn’t need a drop 
of filler or any beating, which certainly 
made his life easier! 

Indoors, I wanted something nostalgic 
that suited the era a bit better and found 
some clocks with the nice ’60s-style font. 
It’s another detail which I’m very pleased 
with. We were concerned with the kind of 
heat the engine might put out in terms of 
damaging the paint or panels, so Lewis at 
Moore Style, the motor trimmers in Dural 
NSW, had a special heat-proofing material 
laid down to handle it. It took about two 
weeks including the seats and door cards. 

I actually got the 427 badges put onto 
the door cards just to keep that little wink 
to the capacity being the same as the big 
block, even though it’s a small block. 

All in all, Ned and I are stoked with the

the smile off my face. Did I mention the 
500lb/ft of torque? I was pretty pleased 
with that particular result. We took the 
Corvette to Eastern Creek recently to 
have a go on the drag strip and managed 
to crack a 12-second time at 105mph.

ELEANOR BUILD PART 3 


T alk with Leo Banks at the Muscle 
Car Factory about the prep that 
goes into any one car before 
it gets anywhere near a paint 
booth, and you wonder how in 
hell he’s managed to stay relatively sane. 

A common theme with all the car builds 
we’ve covered over time has been that about 
95 per cent of the paint process is in the 
preparation. In part that’s because a poor 
prep job will very quickly be highlighted 
rather than hidden by shiny new paint. 

To that end, the basic steps, once you 
have the body together - a major task in 
itself - include profiling and gapping, filler, 
polyester coat, undercoat, rubbing back and 
then paint itself 

It’s the profiling and gapping that 
requires plenty of hands-on experience. 

Leo says that though they’re working with 
an ultra-straight foundation, off their own 
alignment bench, there are still more than a 
few tricks to getting the right result. 

One example he quotes is the doors. Not 
only are they dummy-fitted with the seals 
taped in place, but he also drops sandbags 
in to get them up to correct weight. Eh? 
Apparently an empty’ door without glass 
and fittings weighs around 18 kilos. And 
that is going to behave very differently to 


a fully-built version that weighs about 36 
kilos. 

One area where the crew can save a little 
time is they don’t have to do a full build 
before paint stage. “We’ve got it to a point 
where it’s effectively a factory package,” 
explains Leo, “so we know where everything 
goes and that it will all fit together the way 
it’s supposed to.” 

That said, it’s still a mammoth task. 

You’re effectively getting within a whisker of 
finishing the body, then pulling it all apart 
again before you roll it into the spray booth. 

Typically, they’re not stinting when it 
comes to paying for the right materials. As 
good an example as any is their use of a 
premium German paint from Spies Hecker 
(spieshecker.com). It’s not a name you hear a 
lot about, so why the choice? “It gives me a 



24-hour window to get the stripes right and 
apply the clear,” says Leo. Plus, the results 
are stunning. 

We’ll be revisiting the body assembly 
soon, but next issue we’re going to take 
a step back and see just how far gone a 
donor car can be and still be turned into a 
show-winner. Watch this space. . . -

S ome months ago 
I embarked on a 
campaign to at 
least ensure that 
this damned thing 
wouldn’t let me down in the 
middle of the night, and fix the 
suspect ride and steering. Ride 
and steering turned out to be 
the simplest issues - just throw 
money at it by buying the 
bushes and Bilstein dampers. 

The latter might seem like 
an extravagance, but that’s 


what the car came with and I 
like the way they work, though 
it can take several weeks of use 
for them to properly bed in. 
Initially you could be forgiven 
for thinking you’ve bought 
cement-filled dampers, but 
they improve greatly with use. 

Throw in a new set of wheel 
bearings and we’re up around 
$ 1500-plus by the time the 
whole lot is in place. The bits 
are readily available overseas 
via Walloth & Nesch in 


Germany, though I’m tending 
to check local suppliers (such 
as Peninsula BM down in Vic) 
first. 

An unpleasant grinding 
sound from under the fioorpan 
signalled the centre bearing 
for the driveshaft was on its 
way out, so up on the hoist 
it went. The part was easy 
enough to source and fitting 
meant dropping the front of 
the driveshaft. Getting the 
alignment right is important. 


otherwise you risk a secondary 
complaint from the uni joints. 

Then there were the 
hydraulics. Both the clutch 
and brakes needed new master 
cylinders, while the clutch 
scored a new slave as well. As 
for the brake calipers, they 
were pulled apart and rebuilt. 
Judging by their state, it was 
a bloody miracle they did 
anything at all, let alone pull 
up 1.5 tonnes of car. 

So, all fixed? Well, yes

and no. We discovered that 
bleeding the brake system by 
hand basically required two 
three-armed mechanics. Not 
good. In the end, it was simpler 
and cheaper (particularly by 
the time you take psychiatrist 
bills into account. . .) to whip 
it down to the local workshop 
and get them to flush it with a 
proper pressure system. 

Of course there was a catch. 
One of the front discs had 
developed a weird squeaking 
noise which got to such a 
volume and pitch at 60km/h 
that it sounded like someone 
was rogering Daffy Duck with 
a jackhammer. Embarrassing 
and hugely irritating. So, off 


came the wheel and caliper. 
Nup, nothing visibly wrong. 
Try it again. Daffy was still 
having a bad day. Okay, we 
didn’t know how old the brake 
pads were (should it matter if 
they have plenty of meat left?) 
but we binned the whole lot 
and put new ones in. Suddenly 
the noise was gone and no-one 
can explain why. Don’t you just 
love old cars? 

Speaking of old car 
syndrome, now Daffy has been 
silenced you can now hear a 
thrumming noise from the rear 
end, but only some times and 
only when it’s up to operating 
temperature. Any theories out 
there? I do have a guaranteed 


fix, which is earplugs. 

The latest on the list is new 
tyres. The BBS basketweave 
wheels (which were a hot item 
when this car was new) take 
215/65-l4s which is now a 
near-redundant size. For the 
time being we’ve thrown a set 
of Maxxi hoops on, at a giddy 
$108 each. They’re not the 
world’s greatest rubber, but 
do the job. More importantly 
we ditched the now ancient 
Olympics, which I suspect were 
fitted while Moses still played 
fullback for Jerusalem.

THROW OUT THE ANCHORS! It'S EXOTIC CONTAGION GROUND ZERO 


T here are four old cars in the 

shed. Well, five, but one is just 
a chassis sitting on trestles with 
some bits of timber dangling 
loosely pretending to represent a 
body frame (see last months magazine). 

The others are actual cars. Engines and 
stuff And each equipped with four wheels 
that go round. Sometimes. 

But it seems cars are vulnerable to 
contagious diseases just like the drivers. My 
shed stands as Exhibit One. 

Eirst, the Jaguar lost its brakes. The 
booster hacked itself Refer to Section 
AA4.8 of the Jaguar E Type ‘Series One and 
a Half’ loose-leaf green vinyl ring-binder 
Repair Manual “Racked brake booster 
replacement”. This was shortly after every 
other component of the entire brake system 
had been renewed or replaced just last year.

Rear cradle out. Front hubs apart. New 
old stock wheel cylinders all round, discs 
machined, new pads, brake lines remade 
by hand bending from new copper - all 
topped off with a re-sleeved and rubbered 
master cylinder. But the power booster 
seemed in perfect order, so why touch it? 
Why indeed. 

So after no more than a handful of miles, 
suddenly while travelling at speed the pedal 
pressure sinks - the tell-tale thunking noise 
is audible through the firewall above even 
the other various Jaguar noises and the 
inevitable happens.

I ts not surprising that writing about 
performance cars borrows from 
firearms’ rich lexicon at times. We 
immediately get the message from 
terms like: firepower; ballistic; assault- 
weapon; projectile; bulletproof When we 
read ‘magnum’ it’s the menacing power of 
Harry Callahan’s Smith & Wesson that 
springs to mind before any thoughts of 
double-sized bottles of bubbly So, yes, there’s 
a definite linkage between guns and cars 
in the literature. And at times art and life 
intersect in interesting ways. . . 

A while back I rented a Chevy Caprice in 
Los Angeles to take the family up the scenic 
Pacific Coast Highway to San Francisco. 
Having four kids and heaps of luggage, we 
booked a wagon over the phone. Sadly when 
we trooped in from our cab the wagon had 
gone AWOL and instead we got an apology, 
a four-door Caprice sedan and a decent 
discount. To fit more bags in the boot I 
unhooked the awkwardly mounted spare 
wheel and lay it flat to free up the potential 
boot space it was blocking. I was impressed 
that the tool kit stowed behind the spare was 
in a nice leather case - miles better than the 
crappy canvas tool-rolls I was used to.
